FRASIER: What we'll do, uh, first of all, again, for the record, we've got two recorders 
recording this, uh, interview, so you're aware of that. 

MORRIS: We'll probably need those. 

FRASIER: Oh, ok. That's fine, (laughs) 

MORRIS: (unintelligible) 

FRASIER: All right, um, to start off with, um, because of the- the polygraph, we can't give 
you the polygraph because of medical reasons because of your pregnancy, and we 
don't wanna endanger your baby. So, we're not gonna do that. But, uh, we're 
gonna put you under oath to tell the truth, here. Ok? And I'm a notary public here 
in Oregon, so I'm authorized to give people oaths. All right? So, if you'd raise 
your right hand. Do you solemnly swear or promise that the testimony that 
you're- or statement you're about to give in this matter will be the truth, the whole 
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MORRIS: 



truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God, and understanding it's under the 
pains and penalty of perjury?

FRASIER: Ok. What I'm gonna do now is turn it over to the officers and let them go. 

LOONEY: Ok. Ok. You- (clears throat) Excuse me. Do you remember me? Dan LOONEY? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: Uh, we flew hours and hours back here. 

MORRIS: Sixteen hours. 

LOONEY: And I work for the Coos County Sheriffs Office. And this is Detective John 
RIDDLE with the Oregon State Police. And then, your name? 

MORRIS: Jessica MORRIS. 

LOONEY: And your date of birth? 

MORRIS: 11/13/76. 

LOONEY: And what's your middle name? 

MORRIS: Marie. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

HAMILTON: My name is Carol HAMILTON and I am Jessie's attorney. Do you need my date 
of birth? 

LOONEY: No.

FRASIER: And for the record, Paul FRASIER, the District Attorney. 

RIDDLE: And because you are in custody and you're not free to leave, uh, we need to 
advise you- 
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FRASIER: You need to introduce yourself first, please. 

RIDDLE: Oh, uh, Detective John RIDDLE. Um, previously, uh, introduced by Detective 
LOONEY. Um, I need to advise you of your Miranda rights. Ok? Uh, you have 
the right to remain silent. Anything you say can or may be used against you in a 
court of law. You have the right to talk to a lawyer, have him or her present with 
you while you're being questioned. If you cannot afford to hire a lawyer, one will 
be appointed to represent you before any questioning if you wish. Uh, do you 
understand those rights? 

MORRIS: Yes. 

RIDDLE: And, um, with those rights in mind, do you still wish to speak to us today? 
MORRIS: Yes. 
RIDDLE: Ok. 

MORRIS: Because I have my attorney present, (laughs) 
RIDDLE: (laughs) 

LOONEY: And now, what do you need to do for- Do you need to swore- 
FRASIER: I already swore her in at the beginning. 
LOONEY: Ok. 
FRASIER: We're done. 

LOONEY: All right. We're good to go, then. Basically, this is what I'd like to do. I'd like to 
start with the day, at least at this point, we're gonna run through this a few times. 
So, um, bear with us. The day things happened, and then to the time you guys 
were picked up in Virginia. And what I'm looking for is detail. Um, if- if you can, 
just relate the story, um, and then we'll ask questions from there. Ok? 

MORRIS: So you know, I do better if you ask questions. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: For both of you. 
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LOONEY: All right. Let's see if- how you do as far as relating it, and then, uh, if we need to 
ask questions we'll do that. 

RIDDLE: Sort of just a free running narrative from, like, the time you woke up that 

morning. Just kinda take us through, and then we can come back through and ask 
you questions spe- about specific details. It makes it kinda easier. It flows a little 
bit better, as well. 

MORRIS: Ok. All right. Um, we woke up in the morning. Um, we were in, uh, California, in 
Southern California. Um, and...Kalea was still asleep. We woke up early and 
Gabe said that we should, um, go back and see Bob and Robin and talk to them. 
And I said, "Ok." And it was a really long drive, so, um, we got going, got 
everything packed, and showered, and Kalea up, and then we got breakfast on the 
road, I think. Um, and drove up. And, um, we got into Bandon, um, and. . .we left 
the, um, the truck down on the road, um, and walked up back behind the house, 
the garage area, and stayed there. Um, we didn't want to- Gabe said that it would 
be best if we did not let them know that we were there, um, just because of what 
had happened previously to that. Um, we didn't know how Bob would react, 
necessarily, um, to us. And so, uh, we decided it would be best if we stayed back 
behind their garage. And we waited there, um, until, um, Bob and Robin left. And 
then, um, we went inside and we were hungry at this point, hadn't eaten, um, for a 
while and so we got some food and, um, I wanted to take a nap 'cause we were 
still tired. Kalea and I were. And so, we went back out to the truck. Um, it had 
gotten moved up from the street and it was, um, where it was and so we went up 
in there and- 

LOONEY: Where was it? 



MORRIS : Where it was found. 

LOONEY: Can you describe that? 

MORRIS: If you, um, drive up back behind their garage. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: There's that area right there. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And it was there. And, um, we sat in there and she played with her toys and she 
was watching a movie and she got calmed down. And then, we took a nap and 
Gabe came and woke us up and said that he'd rather have us in the house. And so, 
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we went back in the house, um, and left everything out. Um, and. . .we went 
upstairs. I don't know what time it was. Um, we got Kalea some more food. And 
about 7:00 o'clock, um, Kalea and I, uh, got our pajamas on and we went to bed. 
We went to sleep in our room upstairs. And, um, Gabe stayed awake so that he 
could talk to Bob and Robin when they got back. And we woke up to the 
gunshots. And- 

LOONEY: Ok. You say we. You and. . .?

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And. . .And then, um, Gabe in and said, "Let's go." And, um. . .1 didn't know. And 
so, I had Kalea stay in the room and I ran out. And he said, "Let's go." And so, I 
went back in and I grabbed her and, um, we walked down the stairs and then 
stepped over. . .um. . . (crying) 

LOONEY: Here. 

MORRIS: Thank you. Um, the bodies, and he was waiting in Bob's truck. And we went and 
got into Bob's truck and we drove off. And. . .um, he, uh- 1- I'm not from this 
area. I haven't lived here long and I don't know, but he has, um, been here before. 
He graduated from Coquille High School, and so, um, he went- turned down a 
back road and, um, he said that it wasn't the place where we- where we needed to 
be. And- And he kept driving. And then, we were out in front of the ECHELERs' 
house. And... 



LOONEY: Do you know the ECHELERs? 
MORRIS: Huh? 

LOONEY: Have you met the ECHELERs? 
MORRIS: I have. 
LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, Fred baptized Gabe when he was twenty, and he was really good friends 
with, um. . .They had a daughter die in a car accident, and he was really good 
friends with her. And so, he's known the family for a long time. And I met 
everybody. One of the kids, um, we had gone to their son's wedding reception in 
Idaho. A couple years ago, I think. And, um. . .He parked the truck and we got out 
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and went onto the ECHELER's and he said, "Follow along. Do what I say." And 
he went in and he told them that, um, that there had been, um, that we were part of 
the Air Force and that he was, um, like, in the Air Force special ops or I don't 
know whatever it's called. And that there had been terrorists that had come and 
just murdered his mom and her boyfriend and that he had shot one of them. And 
that we needed help. We needed a car and. . .and that's all I remember him asking 
for. And Fred told Laura to go clean out his car. And I think Gabe asked him 
something about borrowing it or having him drive us or something and he said, "I 
can't do that 'cause I have to work in the morning but you can take it." And so, 
um, he put together a bag of food for us. Um, cottage cheese and apples, other 
things, and I was holding Kalea the whole time. Um, and then, when we left, um, 
when Fred gave, uh, a gun and they put the bullets in the slidey thingy. I don't 
know what it's called for a gun. Him and- and Gabe were putting 'em together 
and he gave him that gun. And we got into the car and I think there was some 
money or something that Fred had given us, as well, in the bag with the food. 
And. . .um, I asked for a car seat for Kalea. Laura said- Gabe said it wasn't 
necessary. And I said, "Ok." Um, and Gabe got in. Well, I wasn't sure, 'cause I 
wasn't sure if he was going to drive or if- how that was gonna work and, um, 
Kalea was- had just woken up out of being asleep, and so we- she went down in 
the back and he- he said he wanted me to drive. And so, he lay down in the back 
with her and I got in the front seat and we drove off. And. . .we drove to Roseburg 
and he asked which way I felt we should go and I- 1 said south, and he said, "I 
totally agree." And so, I turned and we went south. And then, we went back down 
to Southern California. Um, and we didn't have our IDs- IDs, our driver's licenses 
with us. And so, um. . .um, we had to be very careful so that we wouldn't get 
pulled over. He said that we couldn't get pulled over, um, because they'll be 
looking for us. And we went, um, we drove all the way down and went back to 
the same hotel, um, because no one will let you rent a room unless you have an 
ID. And so, we went back to the same one, and I asked her if she remembered me, 
and if we could have a room and she gave us one, and- and then we left the next 
morning. And. . .we thought that we would stay there for a couple of days. And 
then, the next morning he said no. And then, we drove or he drove. I don't 
remember. Um, then we started going east. Um. . .1 don't remember. Um, we were 
in Southern California. . . 

LOONEY: Well, maybe it's easier. Where did you stay in the motel that night? What town. 

MORRIS: Um, I think it's called Oceanside. 

LOONEY: Ok. Do you remember the name of the motel? 

MORRIS: I don't. It was an Indian lady, younger. 
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LOONEY: Like India, India? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. 



LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And, uh, we stayed there. We stayed in the area for a day or so or two. 
LOONEY: Stayed in the Oceanside area? 
MORRIS: Southern California. 
LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: All- All over. We drove all over. 
LOONEY: What were you guys looking for? 

MORRIS: Um. . .he thought that we might stay there. Um, thought he could get a job 
somewhere down there or that, um, we would live on a boat or something. 
And. . .Um, we drove all over looking at, um, different places. I don't know that 
area, at all, either. And, um... 

RIDDLE: What city were you in? 

MORRIS: All over. Um, he, uh, lived in Escondido for a while. On our honeymoon, we went 
to La Jolla and Escondido. Um, I- he- he grew up in San Diego and he drove to 
this place, um, and said that that's where his mom and his dad met. It was a liquor 
store. He said he didn't know how he got there because he doesn't remember that, 
at all, but that was a place where they had met. And, um, we drove around in 
some of his older neighborhoods. Um, I think in Escondido we stopped at a pet 
store. Um, Kalea had been through a lot, uh, and he took her in there so she could 
hold a couple animals or something. He thought about getting her a turtle. And, 
um, she cried when we left because they didn't have any turtles. Uh. . . 

LOONEY: Ok. Where did he go from there?

I don't think that we stayed in Oceanside the first time that we were down there. I 
think we just ended up driving around. It was the second night that we stayed in 
Oceanside. 

Ok. 

'Cause we had been a couple of nights. Um. . . 
So, the first night, you just drove around? 
Mmhmm. 
Ok. 

'Cause it took so long to drive down from here, (clears throat) Uh, Gabe's 
grandmother lived in, uh, San Diego at point, and moved to Coquille and said it's 
a fourteen hour drive. Uh, so, I think. . .yeah. I don't know if we were on the road 
when it was nighttime or not. I can't remember. Um, and we didn't have anymore 
money, um, and it was nighttime. I don't remember where we were, San Diego 
somewhere, maybe. I know it was Southern California. Um, Gabe said, "Wait 
here." And Kalea and I stayed in the car. And he left and returned, um, and gave 
me a- a whole bunch of cash. And. . . 

In what part of town? Was it, like, business districts. . . 

Mmhmm. 

...or shops or what? 

Shops. 

Ok. 

There weren't any residentials around. Um. . . 

So, the cash he gave you, did that look like it came from a business or from a 
bank? 

It was, um, it was ones. There was one fifty. That was the biggest bill, but most of 
it was ones. 



LOONEY: Ok. Did he rob somewhere? 
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MORRIS: I believe so. 



LOONEY: Do you know what kind of place he robbed? Ok. There was ones. Fifty was the 
biggest? 

MORRIS: A fifty. I think it was, um, he had me count it and somewhere between three and 
four hundred dollars. 



LOONEY: Ok. 



MORRIS: And. . .1 think that's how we stayed at the hotel. That's why we went back because 
then we had money. Um, and then, the next day, um. . .uh, Kalea and I were still in 
our pajamas. We didn't have any other clothes. We didn't have anything with us, 
at all. Uh, we didn't have any soap or anything else. And, um, so, we went to a 
mall and at was about 9:30 in the morning and Gabe went in and got us clothes 
and came back and we got dressed and that's what we wore and through- 'til 
Virginia, 'til I was given these. And- And we drove to, uh, a friend of ours in 
Mesa and stayed with them for a night. 

LOONEY: So, some friend of Gabe's or a friend of yours or both? 

MORRIS: Both. Both. 

LOONEY: What' s the name of this friend? 

MORRIS: Uh, Warren and Nell WOOD. And they got engaged at BYU at the same time we 
did. 

LOONEY: And they live in Mesa? 

MORRIS: Uhhuh. 

LOONEY: Arizona? 

MORRIS: Uhhuh. 

LOONEY: Ok. Did you guys just drop by? 

MORRIS: Yes. 

LOONEY: So, you didn't call 'em ahead of time or anything like that? 

MORRIS: No. We called 'em from the grocery store once we were there. 
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LOONEY: Which grocery store? 
MORRIS: I don't know. 



LOONEY: Ok. 



MORRIS: Um, I believe, uh, there were pictures of us walking in and out of it in, uh, in the 
police reports. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: That one. Um. . .Gabe said to tell her that we were coming from Louisiana and 

going to California, going to San Diego. And that was our story and we were just 
traveling through and needed a place to stay for the night. And so, we did and 
Kalea was able to play with their daughter. They're about five days' difference in 
age. Um, and- and then, the next morning, we got up and we, um, drove. And 
there were, um. . .1 guess we were pretty close to the Mexican border, and so there 
were lots of border patrols around, and so we decided to head a little bit north. I 
think when we got to. . .if I had a map I could show you. Um. . .Albuquerque, I 
think. We went north to Santa Fe. Anyways, we went north after that and got up, 
um, and just kept driving, and drove all day, all night. I was thinking that I had a 
friend that we could stay with in Colorado. Gabe had talked about going up to, uh, 
um, Mount Rushmore. 



LOONEY: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: He had been there, um, when he was at officer training for the Air Force. And he 
thought that he needed to go back there and- And then, as we drove and as we got 
closer, he said no, that that wasn't right. And- And then I realized that my friend 
lived too far out of the way, that she lives in Grand Junction and not anywhere 
near where we would be passing Colorado, and so we decided to head east, just 
east. And then, I do remember the- a person that he had met on the Perfect World 
game in Michigan. He knew that she lived in Michigan, but he didn't know 
where. And his grandparents were born and raised there. And so, he, uh, we 
drove- went- we stopped in Indianapolis, looked for a little internet cafe where he 
could probably look her up online or something and we couldn't find one. And we 
drove up to, um, Monroe, Michigan. And. . .um. . .1 was dragging at that time and, 
um, I fell asleep at the wheel. I fell asleep at the wheel, and so I kept pulling over 
so that we wouldn't crash and die. Um, and I tried to make it so that when we 
arrived in Michigan it would be morning, so we wouldn't need to find a place to 
stay. And so, we got there in the morning sometime and, um, we drove around 
looking for a place, and I think it was. . .1 think it was a Sunday and we drove into 
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Michigan with- and saw the libraries that we found were closed for him to look up 
this lady online and, um, to make contact with her. And then, finally, um, we were 
driving through Detroit and asking for directions and, um. . .uh, they said that 
there was a- a mall. I don't remember why we wondered if there was a mall. But 
it was way over. It was, like, five miles away just in the city. Um, and so we were 
in route to there and Gabe had me stop and he asked a comic book store if they 
knew of anyone that would- a place where he could get online and look or send an 
email or something. And the guy said that there is a library open just down the 
street. And so, we went there and, um, Kalea and I dropped him off and we went 
to get gas, and then came back and picked him up. And, um, he had sent the email 
and someone, Kelly, had responded right back to him with her phone number, so 
he had her phone number. And so, um, yeah, he told her that he would give her a 
call back later, and so we went and I think we ate dinner. Um, and then went and 
found a telephone and, um, he got the phone number for the lady in Michigan and, 
um, she acted like she didn't wanna help him, at all. Um. . .And she's, like, well, I 
have some cousins in Detroit, but then she wouldn't help, at all. And so, he called 
Kelly back and asked if we came down if we could meet with her and her 
husband. And she said yes. And so, we got on the road and we went to Virginia. 
And... 

LOONEY: What route did you take? 

MORRIS: Pikes. Lots of pikes that you have to pay tolls at. 
LOONEY: Turnpikes? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. 
LOONEY: Toll roads? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. Um. . . 

LOONEY: Did you guys still have enough money? 

MORRIS: Um, no. Uh, we, uh- 1 started begging people, asking for money. And that's how 
we made it there. 

LOONEY: So, he didn't go off and get more money somewhere, again? 

MORRIS: He- He did it in California, and then, um, he did it one more time in Arizona. 

LOONEY: Ok. Where at in Arizona? 
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MORRIS: 



I don't know. 



LOONEY: Was it in Mesa? 



MORRIS: No. 



LOONEY: Phoenix? 



MORRIS: I don't know. It was right off of the interstate. 
RIDDLE: Before or after you stayed with your friends? 
MORRIS: Before. 

LOONEY: Ok. Tell me about that. What happened at that point? 

MORRIS: Well, we got off- Um, he was driving and he got off and it was a relatively new 
little shopping area and we thought it was ironic, um, because there were lots of 
policemen parked right out front, lots of police cars. Like, they were all taking a 
break together. And he pulled over. He drove around several times and circled, 
and then stopped and got out of the car. And, again, Kalea and I stayed in the car 
and... 

LOONEY: Was he driving or you driving? 

MORRIS: He was. And the same thing. He came back and gave me a whole bunch of cash 
and then told me to count it. And then we were off. And- 

LOONEY: How much? 

MORRIS: Like three hundred dollars. Something. 
LOONEY: So, which place did he go to? 

MORRIS: I don't know. There was a whole bunch of shops that were open. It was- It was 
nighttime, um, like, 8:00 or 9:00 at night. Like, later. Probably closer to 8:00, 
'cause we still drove to Mesa to get there. And then, after that is when I asked 
people for money for help. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And then, that's how we got all the way to Virginia.

LOONEY: And tell me about the time in Virginia. When did you guys get there? 

MORRIS: I think it was, um, Sunday or Monday. Monday. And, um, and he called Kelly 
when we got closer and, um, they picked a place that is nearby to them. Um, we 
called them in D.C. and, uh, they gave us directions. And we didn't know how to 
find the- the road that they asked us to get on to get there and so we drove down 
into a neighborhood and there was a- a guy, um, that was standing there and he 
asked him and the guy told him how to get there. And then, we were driving out 
of the neighborhood and there was another guy standing and waiting for the bus 
and, um, we asked him if he needed 3,- 3- 3. ride, and the guy said, "Sure," because 
he was just waiting for the bus. And so, he got in and, um, there was a lot of 
traffic on the road that they told us to take and the guy needed to go to a different 
place anyways, and so he took us roundabout and we dropped him off at a hotel or 
something. And then, um, drove down and we were- we got off too soon and we 
were lost and we ended up driving around for three hours while Kelly waited with 
her husband, um, for us at the place that they told us about. And we finally, uh, 
found- it's a chain restaurant called Emeril's, and we found one, a different one 
that they were not at and walked in and he asked the guy if he could call and 
Kalea and I went and used the restroom and came back and we were still, like, a 
half hour, forty-five minutes away. So, we went back to where had just been. 
And, um, we finally found it. And Kelly and Scott were sitting at the bar when we 
walked in. And so, we sat down and Gabe started talking to them. And Kalea kept 
saying, "Mommy, I'm hungry," but all we had then was ten dollars and the 
restaurant costs a lot more than that. And I went looking and I found some 
peanuts, and so we started eating peanuts. And then, um, Scott offered to get us a 
pizza to share, and so we ate that while they talked. And, um. . .we only had the 
ten dollars so, um, we, uh, Gabe asked him if we could stay there, if that would be 
ok. And Kelly said, "Yeah." We- We were staying with, uh, his mom, um, "So 
we'll need to check with her when we get there, but, um, yeah, that would be ok." 
And so, we followed them to their house and they slept in a different bedroom and 
then we got, um, Kelly's bedroom. It was a king sized bed and we slept in then. I 
don't know. Gabe may have stayed up and talked. I can't remember. We were all 
really tired. And we stayed there and he talked to them a lot. Um, we drove 
around. I think the next day Scott took us over to, uh, a sandwich shop and bought 
us some lunch. Um, he was very nice, very kind. And I remember at one point 
telling Kelly that it's really hard to take charity and she just smiled. Um, and I 
think we were there for (clears throat) a week. And we met their friend- a friend 
of theirs, and then her brother, and then his mom. And we saw the plaques on the 
wall saying that she was part of a police department. She's a traffic stopper for 
school kids or something. Um. . .and we went to leave, um, and Gabe said to- to 
get ready and not urgently, but to get ready. And so, I packed up stuff. Um, I had 
gone to the grocery store with Scott the night before, um, 'cause we thought we 
were gonna be there and, uh, cook, and so I got stuff to make pizza and other 
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things with. And so, the next day, when Gabe said that, I packed some peanuts 
and a loaf of bread or something to take with us. And. . .then Chris came over and 
said that there was lots of police everywhere. Something and Gabe said it wasn't 
for us. And I asked Chris if he believed him and he said, "Sure," or something 
like that. And he, uh, we went out and I thought we were all gonna ride in our car 
and then, um, Gabe took Kelly and they went over into Chris' car, I guess it was, 
and, um, and he turned around and then Chris just followed and then that's when 
we were pulled over. 

LOONEY: Ok. Ok. I'm gonna start back at the first and just start asking detailed questions 

about each- each time. Um, I need as much detail as possible. I know some of it's 
gonna be quite painful, um, but I need to know everything. All right? 

FRASIER: And another thing. We know a lot of stuff because we talked to a lot of people 

and we're kinda testing whether you're giving us the whole story, so you need to 
be completely honest with us. Ok? 



MORRIS: Ok. 



LOONEY: Ok. Um, let's- Actually, let's step back about a week, a week prior to all this 
goin'- happening. Um, where had you guys been just prior to Southern 
California? 



MORRIS: Um. . .uh, the Tuesday before, I went to work and I, um, and Gabe had asked me if 
I would go cash a check, um, that I had in my purse, and the only place to cash it 
was in Coos Bay. And so, I asked my boss if I could go to Coos Bay during my 
lunch hour or whatever, and so I went there and- and I went to Walmart and got 
some food, as well. And- 'Cause we were out and, um, came back. 



LOONEY: And where were you guys staying? 
MORRIS: We were living with Bob and Robin. 
LOONEY: Ok. 



MORRIS: And, um, then I went back to work, and then I came home after that and I felt 
really weird. Um, and after we ate dinner, I felt really, really weird. Um. . . 

LOONEY: And what do you mean by felt weird? 

MORRIS: Like I was looking at things and they were moving, but I knew I wasn't. And I 

don't drink, I don't do any drugs, I don't smoke, I don't do anything like that, and 
so it was a really weird sensation, the first time in my life that I'd ever felt it. And 
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Gabe got kinda mad at me, 'cause I wouldn't listen, 'cause I- 1 couldn't focus on 
him. And I went downstairs and I started doing the dishes and he came down and 
he was talking to me. And, um, I felt it again. Like, I couldn't- Like, I- 1 was 
doing the dishes and I could see that I was doing it, but I could see anything, like, 
around me. And. . .1 got kinda scared 'cause I didn't know what was happening to 
me. And I looked over to Gabe and he said, "Do you feel sick?" And I said, "Yes. 
I do." And he said, "I feel it, too. I think that we need to leave." And I said, "I 
totally agree." And so, we- we jumped in the truck and, uh. . . 



LOONEY: That's in the truck? 

MORRIS: And drove to Medford and stayed in Medford that night. And drove around and 
we talked and, like, I felt really cold, very cold. Um, and I was shaking even 
though the heat was on and I had my coat on and, um, and we, uh, drove to 
Medford and we both felt better and we stayed the night in a hotel or something 
and talked about it and I called my work and said, "I don't think I'll come in 
tomorrow, 'cause I was feeling sick." And... 

LOONEY: I'm assuming you had Kalea with you. 

MORRIS: We did. 



LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Kalea' s always with me. And, um, we got up the next morning and we talked 

about it and. . .1 don't know if it was that day or the next day, but we felt like Bob 
was trying to hurt us, to poison us with rat poison, um, putting it in the dishes, 
because they ate out every day. They would come in and they'd have toast and 
coffee in the morning and then they would eat out somewhere. They'd go out to 
eat every night. But we'd always fix food there. And I don't know if he put it in 
the food or in the dishes or what, but, um. . . 

LOONEY: So, what made you think that? What- What brought that out? 

MORRIS: Um, everything smelled like rat poison. Um, he had put it in the- 'cause the place 
where the rats were coming in, um, was in the laundry room, and he had put, like, 
four bait traps or something in there. And- And then everything just started 
smelling like rat poison after that. And I guess it was just a feeling that we had. 

LOONEY: Which is a feeling you had or a feeling that Gabe had? 

MORRIS: We both had. 
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LOONEY: So, both of you came up with it at the same time? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. 
LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, talking about it. And, um, Kalea was a lot more agitated than usual. Um, 

Gabe even commented several times through the month of January, um, um, that 
Kalea would- was fine, like, all day long, and then I'd come home from work, and 
then all of a sudden she was- she just wouldn't listen to anything. And like, I 
would come home and make dinner, and then, 'cause I always made dinner, and 
then she just wouldn't respond anymore. And Gabe thought it was me. Um. . . 

LOONEY: How would it be you? 

MORRIS: That I didn't, um, that I would come home from the office with office stuff on my 
head rather than focusing on her and him and that sort of thing, that I was 
distracted and not as focused on her as he had been during the day, or something 
like that. 

LOONEY: So, he wasn't working? 

MORRIS: No. He was, um, and he was playing Perfect World and he was developing a 

game with a guy in Brazil or something. Um, the guy in Brazil knows how to do 
all the stuff, but Gabe had the idea of it and the drawings and, um, so he would 
stay home with Kalea every day. I started working, I think, in October sometime 
in bookkeeping. And so, he would stay home with her when I went to work. But, 
um... 



LOONEY: Ok. So he- 

MORRIS: So, and back to Medford. 

LOONEY: Right. 

MORRIS: Stayed in Medford. Um, we- we didn't grab anything. Um, we didn't have 

anything, at all, um, other than just ourselves and our- our clothes and, um, and 
my contacts in, and it's kinda painful, if you've ever had contacts, to sleep in 'em. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And I was hurting and he knew. He said that we needed to go back so that we 

could get some stuff to live on. And, um, I don't know at what point we actually 
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came to the conclusion about Bob and- and him trying to hurt us, whether it was, 
um, we went there to Medford or on the way back. Um, but, uh, we came back 
and, um, Gabe said to just go upstairs and start packing, and whatever you think 
we need is what we need. And so, I did and Kalea came with me. She always 
comes with me, um, when I'm around. And, uh, Gabe when down to the castle 
room and started packing that up, and I was packing up the clothes and the- the, 
like, toothbrushes and that sort of thing. And I didn't know where we were gonna 
go or what we were gonna do. And I knew that I had my job and that they were 
gonna be expecting me and that I was letting Mary Ann down. And- 'Cause tax 
season was comin' on and, like, every day she asked me, "You're not leaving me, 
are you? You're not leaving me?" And I'm like, "No. I'm not." Um. . .but, uh, my 
family's safety trumped that job. So, um, we packed up as much as we could and 
Robin, um, and Bob were there and they just kept walked around asking, "Why?" 
Robin did. Um, Bob doesn't actually usually talk to me. He talks more to Gabe. 
He only talks, like, about the weather or whatever with me. (unintelligible) Um, 
and, um, I- 1 didn't wanna say, "Because I think your boyfriend's hurting us." 
Um, and so, I just shrugged my shoulders and we took probably, um, about forty- 
five minutes to an hour to pack. And started loading everything in the truck 
and. . .Robin didn't want us to go. And Gabe was just tryin' to talk to them and tell 
them something. I don't remember. The reason why we were leaving, or 
something. And, uh, I drove. Gabe said he wanted me to drive. And, um, he said, 
"Get in and- and go and don't look back." And so, I did. And we didn't know 
where we were gonna go but, um, Gabe's grandmother always wants to see him, 
'cause he hasn't been seeing her as often as she would like. Um, and she's always 
excited to Kalea and I, and so we went to his grandmother's house. And. . . 

LOONEY: And where's that at? 

MORRIS: Silverton. And- 

LOONEY: What' s- What' s grandmother' s name? 

MORRIS: Lynn WALSH. 

LOONEY: Lynn? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Kalea is named after her. It's Kalea Lynn. And we went there. Maybe we weren't 
even talking about Bob hurting us down in Medford, but when we got to Silverton 
we knew for sure. And, like, we opened our- our luggage of stuff we had just 
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packed and it was all clean and all we could smell was rat poison, and so we 
washed everything, even though everything was clean. When we got there, we 
washed everything again and threw away anything that had been opened or any 
vitamins, toothpaste, anything that he mighta contaminated, and just threw it all 
away. And, um, we stayed there for several days. 



LOONEY: At grandma's house? 



MORRIS: 



Mmhmm. 



LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: I don't know- 1 don't know the timeframe of everything, because in my mind it 
doesn't make sense that I can tell you what we did. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um... 

LOONEY: I actually know the timeframe of most of it, so. . . 

MORRIS: Ok. Well, good. 'Cause maybe can fill me in, then. Um, we, uh, so we were in 

Silverton, and I don't know but, uh, we went to church on Sunday there. And then 
we went over to, um, Gabe had lived with his grandparents when he was in 
college, going to college, and so he knew people there. And played with her kids, 
or whatever, you know. And so, we went and visited some people on Sunday and 
stayed there Sunday night and left Monday morning. I think, but that doesn't 
make sense. But, um, we didn't leave until the next morning and there was a little 
place down on the main street that makes, uh, crochets little hats, and they had 
'em for about Kalea's size. And so, we told, um, Gabe's grandmother that we 
were gonna go there and crochet a hat for her. And, um, we left and we went up 
to, uh, to Edgefield and stayed there a night. We took Kalea swimming. 

LOONEY: Ok. So, Edgefield? Edgefield Inn? 

MORRIS: Huh? 

LOONEY: The Edgefield Inn? 

MORRIS: The Edge- 

LOONEY: Hotel? 
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MORRIS: Uh huh. In Troutdale. 
LOONEY: Ok. 



MORRIS: Um, we really like that place. Um, and does Robin and Bob. They actually- That's 
where they spent Christmas. They didn't wanna spend it with us. They went there. 
Um, but they didn't have a very good time, either. Um, but, uh, so we stayed there 
at Edgefield and we got there earlier in the day, and so we went over to the mall 
and we were looking around for a toy or something for Kalea. We didn't end up 
finding one, but it was time to check in so we went back there, and then I took 
Kalea swimming and Gabe went and hung out. Um, he had been there several 
times before. He's really familiar with the area. And. . . 

LOONEY: So, where did he go to hang out? 

MORRIS: Like, at the restaurants or the pubs downstairs. And, um, we had the money from 
the check that I had cashed. Um, and so we went to- we stayed there a night, and 
then, um, there was a guy out front that looked odd. He was an older guy, bald, 
with a beret on his head, black sunglasses, smoking a cigar, talking to himself. I 
told Gabe that I thought he should talk to him. He looked at him and he's like, 
"No." Um, and, uh, we left Edgefield and I was driving and we got to, uh, 
Portland, where I think it's 1-5 and it splits and goes north and south. Um, and we 
had tried calling Scotty, um, to talk to him.

Um, she had gotten divorced in April. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And the house has been sitting there since then, even though she was paying a 
mortgage on it every month. 

LOONEY: Mmm. 

MORRIS: It's just been sitting there, and so we had tried to, uh, help her with that, um, to 

get it, like, rented out, 'cause that's what she wanted to do and then eventually sell 
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it when the market came back up. So, we went and put an ad in the Coffee Break 
and got numerous calls on it and Gabe went and showed the house for her because 
they said that they couldn't because they had to go to Coos Bay, uh, for some 
reason or another. And, um, so he ended up showing the house, her place, but it 
was, um, his mom does antiques. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And has the whole time I've known her. And the house had a lot of stuff in it, 

still, a lot of antiques. And so, people weren't as impressed as they could've been 
had it been cleaned up and. . .1 had told him numerous times, actually, since we 
got there, "I'll go paint it. All you have to do is buy the paint and I'll go paint 
your house," 'cause I had just painted my grandmother's in Idaho and- and they 
never did. I'm, like, I had told 'em that there was even some discount paint down 
at Hennick's and- and never went and got it. 

LOONEY: So, that's what he- that's what Gabe was talking to his uncle about? 

MORRIS: Um, yeah, about helping her to get that house rented out. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: To get her situated so she wouldn't have to be around Bob anymore. Um. . . 
LOONEY: She didn't wanna be around Bob anymore? 

MORRIS: Um, we didn't feel like she needed to be there. And she told me over and over 

that she didn't wanna be there, but she needed a man in her life, and so that's why 
she was there. And she said, "Honestly, I hate that I live here, but I can't just 
leave him and go back to my own house and be by myself. That scares me more 
than staying here." And so, um, so she just stayed. She said she'd rather read a 
book all day and Bob would rather talk, and that just annoyed her. She didn't 
think that Bob was very intelligent. Um, she is- And I don't mean that, like, in a 
condescending way and neither did she, but, um, she reads everything that she can 
get her hands on. And Robin's extremely intelligent, extremely, extremely, like, 
she remembers a book that she read, like, thirty years ago, and she remembers 
every page. And I'm an English major. I read, um, all these books and I don't 
remember any of 'em. But she remembers everything. Um, she was extremely 
intelligent. Uh, but, um, so we were 1-5 going north and south and, um, we had 
seen a- 1 have a friend that lives up there, Diane ARGYLE, and we had been 
driving around and had, um, been in a place called Argyle Center, I think it's 
called. I think it's down by where Scott works, 'cause we were thinking that he 
would just come out and we could meet him for lunch or something. And then he 
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didn't. Um, and- or he said he couldn't meet until later. And then, I think Gabe 
called him back again and he was like, "You know, tomorrow might work out for 
me," or something and just put him off. And I felt really bad because we really 
wanted to help 'em all. And we felt like his whole family was just letting her 
down, like they didn't have her back. And, um, I was driving and, um, we'd been 
by Argyle Center, and so I felt like we needed to go to Diane. And so, we drove to 
Seattle, um, from Edgefield. We went north and, um, in route to there, uh, we 
switched drivers several times. I was getting tired over and over and I'd fall 
asleep, so, um, Gabe got off at an exit. And him and Kalea would always get 
hungry before I did. And, um, so I think he was looking for food. I don't know, 
but he just got off at just a random exit and just started turning. And he doesn't- 
he's never been, like, north. Maybe, like, once or twice, but not- he doesn't go up 
to Seattle, and never has, so he doesn't know his way around, at all. Um, but it 
was way before Seattle. And he just got off and started driving and turning and, 
um, just kept turning and- and then, all of a sudden we were at this place and he 
pulled over and he was like, "Can you believe it?" And I'm like, "No. What are 
you talking about? I have no idea what-" And, um, the place that the restaurant 
that he had stopped at, um, was a McMenamins, the Edgefield, same place. And 
so, we went in and had dinner at McMenamins, even though we just had dinner 
and breakfast at McMenamins at Edgefield. But, um. . . 

LOONEY: Well, where was this at? Do you know which town? 

MORRIS: I don't. There was an Olympic Bar, I think. I think Olympic. 

HARRISON: I need to go to the restroom. Is that ok if I- 

LOONEY: Yeah. You wanna take a break? 

RIDDLE: Yeah. 

MORRIS: Can we? I need to, too. 

HARRISON: Ok. 



MORRIS : Is that all right? 

LOONEY: Why don't we go ahead and shut the recorders off. 

RIDDLE: Ok. What time is it, anyway? 

LOONEY: I got twenty 'til 3:00. 
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RIDDLE: 



That works for me. 



LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: (unintelligible) 

HARRISON: I don't know if they'll let you do it with me, but I'm sure there's one here. 

LOONEY: There's one right here. 

HARRISON: I'll- I'll step outside the- 
Recording paused. 

FRASIER: Ok. We got one going, too. Urn, we're back. It's ten to 3:00. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And so, we, um, ate dinner at that place, the Edgefield place, Olympic Bar and 
Restaurant, or something, I think is what it was called. 

LOONEY: The place looks like the Edgefield? The- 

MORRIS: No. It was a McMenamins. 

LOONEY: Right. 

MORRIS: Or a McMenamins bar or pub or restaurant. They had a band playing. 

RIDDLE: The Edgefield is a McMenamins, and this other place is a McMenamins. 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

RIDDLE: Gotcha. 

MORRIS: And the guy that I told you about with the black hair and the beret. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Was standing out front smoking a cigar talking again. Um, and this time Gabe 
went and talked to him. And he- 

LOONEY: The one that you saw at the other one was at this one, too? 
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MORRIS: And, uh, he said a prayer for us as we left. Uh. . . 
HAMILTON: (coughs) 

MORRIS: So, we drove up to Seattle and we got up there during the daytime. I think we got 
off of the interstate, um, and we took the, um, the highway, the old highway, the 
101 in whatever it's called in Washington. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And we stayed at a place along there, I believe, for a night. 
LOONEY: Out of a motel? 

MORRIS: Uh huh. On a Indian reservation, or just off of one or something. There was a big 
totem pole place museum just down from it. And then, um, we got into Seattle 
and it was during the daytime. I knew Diane works, and so I was gonna wait until 
later to contact her.

MORRIS: Yeah. In Brier. B-R-I-E-R. And so, we stayed there. Um, they had sleeping bags, 
and so we just stayed on the floor. And they had a whole bunch of dogs. She 
always did. Um, and Kalea played with 'em, so she was ecstatic to be there. And 
then, um, I tried calling Diana again. I talked to her a couple more times. I asked 
her about, um, possibly getting us some money, wiring us some money. And she 
said if she was there that she would totally do it, but just 'cause she's in Florida 
and she was working and, um. . .that she wouldn't be able to. And then, I called 
her back. I gave her some time, or whatever. She said she was gonna check 
something out, and then I already told her I'd call her right back, and then I tried 
calling her and she didn't answer. And so, um, we decided to just leave and go 
back south.

MORRIS: I believe so. I think so. And, um, we got a lot better gas mileage on the truck, like, 
ran a lot better after that. Um. . . 



LOONEY: How much did he get for the canopy? 
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MORRIS: Ten dollars. Or something like that. Thirty bucks. Gabe made the deal. Um. . . 
LOONEY: Ten or could be more? 

MORRIS: Thirty. It could be thirty. It was definitely under fifty. And, um. . . 
LOONEY: Then you headed to California. 
MORRIS: Yeah. 

LOONEY: Well, what was the goal of that trip? I mean, what- what were you guys. . . 

MORRIS: Looking for a new place to live, a new place to start. Um, because we knew that it 
wouldn't be, um, with Bob and Robin anymore. 

LOONEY: Ok. Ok. So that's when you were down in Southern California? What made you 
decide or what- what was your guys' decision making process to head back up to 
Bob and Robin's? 

MORRIS: What I told you before, that we just woke up and we both felt like we needed to 
go talk to them. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And Gabe said, "Let's go talk to Bob and Robin. We need to go back up to 
Oregon." 

LOONEY: And what time- 

MORRIS: And I said, "Ok." 

LOONEY: What time did you- What day did you arrive back up here? 

MORRIS: I don't know. It was the morning of. 

LOONEY: The morning they died? Ok. So, did you guys drive all night? Is that what it was? 

MORRIS: We didn't stop anywhere. 

LOONEY: Ok. Remember, you have to tell me those things. 

MORRIS: I'm sorry. Yes. Yes. 
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LOONEY: Those things can't hear you nod. 
MORRIS: Sorry. 
LOONEY: Ok. 

RIDDLE: I was just gonna start writing some on those calendars. 

LOONEY: So, you guys got up here in the morning. Um, and did you stop anywhere prior? 

MORRIS: Just to get gas or, um, I think we stopped at a gas station in California somewhere, 
um, and got food. Like, at a Burger King or Taco Bell, or something. 

LOONEY: Ok. And then you drove- Were you driving or Gabe driving when you got onto 
highway 42 S? 

MORRIS: I was. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: I was. Um, I don't know the area. 
LOONEY: And- 

MORRIS: Um, and coming up from California, you can get off in Roseburg and come over 
to Coquille and get on 42 S. 

LOONEY: Right. 

MORRIS: But I don't know the area. 

LOONEY: Ok. 



MORRIS: 



And missed the turn. And we ran all the way up to Drain and then back down and 
around. 



LOONEY: 



So- 



MORRIS: To Coos Bay. 
LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Because I don't know the area. 
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LOONEY: All right. So, you drove up to Drain, got off. . . 

MORRIS: I think we went down a couple of roads. Gabe had- had lived here. He knows the 
area but he said he had no idea where we were. I didn't either. I was just 
following the road signs. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: But we drove through Coos Bay and then came back that way. 

LOONEY: So, did you guys drive back up to Coquille or down to Bandon and then up 42 S? 

MORRIS: We drove through Bandon, and then. . . 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: That's the way we always went when we drive to Coos Bay. 

LOONEY: And where did you stop? 

MORRIS: Um. . .we went down- we stopped on the road and. . . 

LOONEY: So, the Bandon side of their driveway, or the other side of their driveway? 

MORRIS: The Coquille side. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, there's a little pull off place just past their driveway. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And that's where the truck got parked. 

LOONEY: And that' s where you parked? 

MORRIS: The truck. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: In the day. 
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LOONEY: Ok. Just right there on the road? 
MORRIS: Yep. 

LOONEY: Did you guys think that, uh, Bob and Robin were home then? 
MORRIS: Um, when we got up there, we saw that they were. 
LOONEY: Ok. How did you get up there? 

MORRIS: Um, Gabe walked up and told me to wait in the truck. Um, we had gotten walkie- 
talkies, and so Kalea and I were in the truck and, um, we used the walkie-talkies 
and it went off a couple of times, or something.

LOONEY: They were still there, then?

LOONEY: When they drove down, would they have seen your vehicle? 

MORRIS: Gabe took it back down to the road and parked it back where it was. 

LOONEY: Back down where it was? 
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MORRIS: Just past the driveway. 

LOONEY: Ok. So, you hadn't made it quite up all the way up the hill? 

MORRIS: Mm mm. 

LOONEY: And into that little- on the little corner? 

MORRIS: The parking area. 

LOONEY: Little turnoff? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: Ok. And then, you guys walked up and where'd you walk to? 

MORRIS: Um, Gabe had been back there with Kalea while I was at work. They had walked 
up there and, um, there was a little creek that runs through and we were up above 
the creek. He said that that would be a- a good spot. 

LOONEY: Was that- 

MORRIS: So that- 

LOONEY: Go ahead. 

MORRIS: Um, if Kalea was loud, at all, that, um, it would be ok. 

LOONEY: So, why didn't you guys just go up into the driveway and go talk to Bob and 
Robin? 

RIDDLE: Robin. 

MORRIS: Well, we didn't know- Gabe said that we- that we shouldn't do that. Um, I didn't 
feel like we should do that either. Uh, we didn't know what Bob would do.

LOONEY: Who did you think it was? 

MORRIS: I don't know. 

LOONEY: When was the first time you saw Gabe with the gun? 

MORRIS: When we came back from being in the truck. 

LOONEY: Ok. 
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MORRIS: From our nap in the truck. 

LOONEY: And what- what was he doing with the gun? 

MORRIS: He had it with him. Um, he was, um, depending on what he was doing, he was in 
the kitchen and I think he had set it down at one time. Um, but he had it in his 
pants. 

LOONEY: Did he have a holster? 
MORRIS: No. 

LOONEY: So, in his pants in a pocket? Or. . . 
MORRIS: Just pushed in his- Mm mm. 
LOONEY: Pushed? 
MORRIS: Just wedged in. 
LOONEY: In his waistband? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. I think. I saw it in the front and the back. 
LOONEY: Is Gabe right-handed or left-handed? 
MORRIS: He's right. 
LOONEY: So, he's- 

MORRIS: I don't know how he shoots, though. I don't know. He mostly, he golfs right- 
handed, basketball right-handed. I don't remember. Um... 

LOONEY: So, what- 

MORRIS: When he was a policeman how he did it. 

LOONEY: What was he doing with the gun? I mean, you said you hadn't seen the gun- him 
with the gun before. What was- What was he- What did he say about the gun? 

MORRIS: Um, he needed it for protection. 

LOONEY: Did you say, "Protection from what?" 
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MORRIS: No, because I knew that it was from Bob. 

LOONEY: Had- Had Bob ever done anything physical towards you guys, I mean, besides 
what you're talking about the rat- rat poison? Punched, pushed, hit? 

MORRIS: Um, no. He had, uh, screamed. Got into screaming matches. 

LOONEY: With who? 

MORRIS: Before he got- Um. . .like a couple of times, um, with Gabe. 
LOONEY: What was that about? 

MORRIS: Um, I don't like, uh, violence or anything like that and, um, so I would leave. I 
would go watch a movie with Kalea somewhere. I wouldn't- 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: 'Cause I didn't want her to be exposed to that. So. . . 

LOONEY: But what was it about? I mean, you're- you are not a stupid woman. So, what. . . 
MORRIS: Um... 

LOONEY: What were their arguments about? 

MORRIS: The one that I remember was in the castle room. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: And Gabe was sitting down at the computer and Bob was in there, um, and they 
had been talking. But then, Bob started screaming. Um, and then- but it didn't last 
long because Bob would just walk out. I don't remember what it was about, 
though. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: He would be in there a lot, in that room a lot and, um. . . 

LOONEY: He, Gabe? Or- 

MORRIS: Gabe. 
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LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Gabe. Um, and if anyone needed to know where he was, they would go there. 

Um, and his mom would go in there and talk to him, um, when she was getting 
ready before or after or whatever, she would sit down and talk to him. And Bob 
would do the same. Probably was waiting for Robin to get ready. She always took 
longer than him. She would go in there and he would go in there and talk to him. 
He talked a lot. Um. . . 

LOONEY: So, who- 

MORRIS: But I don't- 1 didn't go down and. . . 
LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: . . .like, eavesdrop on their conversations or anything like that, so, honestly, I don't 
know what they were about. Um, but I remember one time that I went in and 
Gabe told Bob that he was a king and that he loved him. 

LOONEY: That he was a what? 

MORRIS: A king. 

LOONEY: Gabe told Bob that? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: So, what brought that up? 

MORRIS: He was talking about how he should reach his potential. 

LOONEY: So, who took the door handle off that door, and why? 

MORRIS: Um- 

LOONEY: Gabe took that off, didn't he? 

MORRIS: He liked me to close the door because he would get onto his game and he would 
talk to people. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 
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MORRIS: And he could hear us walking up and talking or whatever out in the hall and they 
could, too, and so he asked me to close the door. And so, there was one time I 
closed the door and, um. . .the door handle sounded a little funny when I closed it 
and, um, Gabe had said that he was gonna get on and talk to somebody, and so I 
didn't go back or check or whatever. And I went downstairs with Kalea and he 
had been in there. Um, he screamed for help, but I didn't hear him. Um, neither 
did Kalea. He was kinda irritated. Um, but he finally got the door open by 
himself. 

LOONEY: So, he screamed for help because the door handle was screwed up? 
MORRIS: Yeah. 
LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: 'Cause when I had closed it, it jammed it or locked it or something. 
LOONEY: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: Those door handles were older, a lot older. It's kind of annoying in the bedroom 
because it would always squeak, and so when I would wake up before Kalea the 
door would squeak and wake her up when I was leaving. But. . .so, the door handle 
fell off and then you had to use something to wedge it over to get in. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: But it still got closed a lot. I couldn't open it very good but Gabe could, and then 
Bob could. Robin didn't even try or bother. Been broken for a while. 

LOONEY: So, back to the kitchen. Gabe had the gun, um, but on your whole little trip around 
he hadn't had that gun with you guys? 

MORRIS: No. 

LOONEY: And- And when you guys left and went to ECHELER's, he had the gun? 
MORRIS: Yes. 

LOONEY: And then, what happened to the gun? 

MORRIS: I think he had it. Um, I didn't see it in the truck but, um, I saw it over at the 
ECHELERs' when he laid it out onto his couch, on the back of his couch. 
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LOONEY: So, it fell out of stuff, or he just laid it there for a minute? 

MORRIS: He laid it there. Um, and then there was a bag on the floor of some sort, a blue 
bag, and Gabe grabbed it and just dumped everything out. There wasn't much in 
there. It was, like, some papers or something. I think it was Laura's bag. And put 
the- the guns in there, the one that Frank gave him and then that. 

LOONEY: So, where did that gun end up? 

MORRIS: In the blue bag. 

LOONEY: No, besides that. What happened to that gun eventually? 

MORRIS: Um, when we were down in California, um. . .Gabe got, um, some- he likes to 
drink gin and he got really drunk. And, um, he didn't realize it until a couple of 
days later or the next day. Um, but he had thrown it out the window. 

LOONEY: Did you see him throw it out the window? So, how do you know he threw it out 
the window? 

MORRIS: Because it was in the bag, um, earlier that day and he asked me if I had touched it 
or taken it or anything, and I said no. And he said, "Well, it's gone." And he had 
thrown the bottle of gin out the window, as well. He had the window down. 

LOONEY: And that's when you guys were driving around, or what? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. I was looking- 

LOONEY: Were you driving? 

MORRIS: I was. I was looking for a place to stay. 

LOONEY: Ok. You do know we have the gun? Ok. 

FRASIER: Did you go and look at any specific buildings while you were in San Diego? 

MORRIS: Um, we went to- he had a friend of his, Tyler or Jason or something, um, that 

lives in a neighborhood that he used to live in and he, uh, drove straight there, um, 
knocked on the door and asked if that guy still lived there, and he didn't, um, and 
then the place where his parents had met. Um. . . 

FRASIER: Well, did you go and look at any church buildings? 
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MORRIS: In Escondido, we drove by one, an LDS church building. I saw the San Diego 
temple as we were driving on the interstate. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: But... 

FRASIER: He didn't pull off the interstate at the LDS temple? 

MORRIS: Not in San Diego. 

FRASIER You're sure? Ok. Carol, we need to talk. All right. Let's stop for a second. 

LOONEY: Ok. What time is it? 

RIDDLE: I've got about ten to 4:00. 
Recording paused. 

LOONEY: All right. Start it. What time is it, John? 

RIDDLE: It is about 3:58.

Excuse me. 



HAMILTON: We'll let Jessica explain what she explained to me. 
LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, there- there is an exit there, um, and it had the name Genesee on it, and the 
name Genesee looked familiar to me. That's when we were driving around 
looking for a hotel. Um, and I thought there might be a hotel there, and that's why 
it looked familiar to me. So, I got off, um, at that exit and went down a block, and 
then it just totally got really dark and residential looking, and so I flipped a u-ey 
and went back and kept going. 

LOONEY: And this is where he threw the gun out? 

MORRIS: I guess that's what you guys are saying. 

LOONEY: It's where the gun was- 

MORRIS: Yeah. 
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LOONEY: It's where the gun was found right there. 

MORRIS: So, yeah. 

FRASIER: And it's within a block of the San Diego temple. 

MORRIS: Oh, it was? 

FRASIER: Yes. 

MORRIS: Oh. We just turned- 1 just turned around and left. We were looking- 1 didn't even 
know. If I had known that, I woulda went farther. 

FRASIER: That was- That was my concern is when you're- when you- That was my concern 
was that, uh... 

MORRIS: You thought that we were there by the temple. And. . . 

FRASIER: Well, you had to have been there by the temple when the gun got tossed out of the 
window. 

MORRIS: Yeah. No. I had no idea that the temple was that close. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: We had passed it on the interstate, um, and then I had tried to point it out to Kalea 
and Gabe said not to. 

LOONEY: He said not to what? 



MORRIS: To just point out the temple. It was, uh, just a building. He didn't think that she 
would understand, but I had pointed out lots of temples before and he just said, 
"No, that's-" 

HAMILTON: This temple or a different temple? 

MORRIS: When we had passed it on the freeway, um, like, when it was daytime or 
something. When this happened, it was night. Um, so- 

LOONEY: So, you guys drove around here a lot? 
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MORRIS: Yeah. Well, but we were there, um, did he say it was in the truck that we saw the 
temple in the daylight? I don't remember. I don't remember which one we were 
in, so I don't know. It's- If it was the first time or the second time we were down 
there. But it was dark then, and I didn't see any signs for any temple. I just 
recognized the name. Then somethin'- Not (unintelligible) or anything that comes 
to mind, but I just- the name, and so I got off there and then turned around and 
kept going. And we went over to a motel and I pulled in the parking lot and, um, I 
was driving and Gabe went in to ask about a room and they wouldn't give him 
one 'cause of no ID. 



LOONEY: Mmhmm. So, is that when you guys went to the other motel you'd been at before? 

MORRIS: We drove around a little bit more first, um, and that's when the- the incident with 
the, um, him getting money happened. And, um. . . 

LOONEY: How close to this was that? 

MORRIS: I have no idea. 

LOONEY: How close to the motel was it? 

MORRIS: I have no idea. Um, when I stopped at that hotel that I said that he went in, um, he 
came back out and asked me to get in the passenger seat, and then he drove. He's 
a lot more familiar with San Diego than I am. I know 1-5, and that's it. I- We 
passed the temple, but I don't even know what road it's on, like, if it's on- near I- 
5 or if it was on a different road. There's lots of circling interstates in San Diego 
and Los Angeles. 

LOONEY: So, let's get- get to the money thing for a second, since we're down in San Diego 
right at this moment. Um, what did Gabe tell you he was gonna do to get money? 

MORRIS: Um... 

LOONEY: Gabe likes to talk too much to not have told you somethin' about it. 

MORRIS: He said that he was gonna do what, um, needed to be done, and if that meant 
robbing someone then that's what it would be. 

LOONEY: Ok. That's prior to him goin' out, or when he got back? 

MORRIS: When we were talking about any time that we talked about money or that the 
money would start to get low, um, that would come up and he would say that.

LOONEY: Ok. And then when he got back, what did he say then? 

MORRIS: He didn't say. He just said, "Is that enough?" or something like that. Um, he 
didn't comment on what he did. He just commented on the money. 

LOONEY: So, did he take the other gun with him or a gun with him? 

MORRIS: I don't know. He might have put it into his pants. He kept it wedged, um, in 
between the seats in the front of the car. 

LOONEY: Did he ever shoot the gun while you guys were together? And where at? 

MORRIS: Yes, he did. Um. . .uh. . .1 can picture it, but I don't know what state we were in. 

He, uh, he got off at a- at a- at an exit, and it was a residential neighborhood. I 
didn't know what he was doing. Um, and I was confused. I remember thinking, 
"What are you doing?" And he stopped and pulled out the gun and there was an 
embankment and then a house and he shot it at the embankment. 

LOONEY: So, in a neighborhood? 

MORRIS: Just at the- and I saw the dirt by it. 

LOONEY: How many times did he shoot it? 

MORRIS: Three. I was in the passenger seat. 

LOONEY: Did he say why? 

MORRIS: Um, not then. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Uh, but we got back on the interstate and he was going, driving, and, um, a 
policeman went by really fast without his lights on. And he said, "See, that 
policeman is now going to where we just were." 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS : And that' s what he did. 

LOONEY: So, what was the point of it? I mean, what did it accomplish for you guys? 

MORRIS: So that the policeman wouldn't be where we were, I guess, or something like that. 
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LOONEY: Is that before the, um, before he went and got the money?

RIDDLE: Wyoming? 

LOONEY: It just splits. 

MORRIS: It was probably, um, when he was looking, because I told you he wanted to go to 
Ru- Mount Rushmore. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And he was talking about goin' there, and maybe that's. . . 

LOONEY: Ok. That could be. 

MORRIS: But- 

LOONEY: I'll look at it again. 

MORRIS: Yeah. We didn't 'cause we got north when we saw the border patrol. Um, went 
north at Santa Fe, and then followed whatever roads. It would be this up toward 
Michigan. And... we didn't get into Colorado. 

LOONEY: Ok. On the- There's some other things on, uh, on towards the east coast I'd like to 
know more about, but, um, there had to be a point in time where you guys talked 
in some sort of detail about what had happened. 

MORRIS: No. 

LOONEY: So- 

MORRIS: He said- He said that the one time on our way to Roseburg, and I didn't wanna 
know any more. 

LOONEY: So, what was the deal with Kalea saying, "Dad's been bad." 
MORRIS: Um, at the ECHELERs'? 
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LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: I- 1 don't know. She knew that something had happened. 
LOONEY: Mmhmm. And I'm sure she loves her grandma. 

MORRIS: It was something bad. "Something bad happened," I think is what she said. I don't 
think she said, "Dad's has been bad." 

LOONEY: What did you guys get the walkie-talkies for? 

MORRIS: We were looking for a place to live in California when we were driving the red 

truck. Um, we drove over through San Francisco and Gabe was thinking that, um, 
he could work at, like, a bar or something, like, as a bouncer. And, uh, that Kalea 
and I would be in a- an apartment really close by, and then if we needed anything 
that we'd use the walkie-talkies to let him know, or that if we were in any danger. 

LOONEY: So, that never worked out? 

MORRIS: It never did. 

LOONEY: And what- you guys used them at Bob and Robin's? 
MORRIS: Yeah. And then. . . 

LOONEY: How did you use them there? Did he call and say, "Come on up"? Or. . . 
MORRIS: Um, he told me to go get the red truck and bring it up. And. . . 
LOONEY: Through the walkie-talkie? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

RIDDLE: Where were you when he told you to do that? 

MORRIS: I was up by the trees. Um. . .no. He didn't do that over the walkie-talkie but, um, 
we were in the house and he asked me to go down and get the truck, so I walked 
down the driveway and when I got down there he used the walkie-talkie a couple 
of times, um, talking to me, asking me if I was there yet or whatever. And, um, 
some guy had pulled over right behind the truck right as I was almost to it. And, 
um, I didn't know what he was doing. He was just in a little white truck. I think 
he was trying to get a cell phone reception or something, and then he drove off 
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and I got in the truck and then brought it up. And Gabe was standing right there 
and told me to go up this way, and then I went up there. I don't remember. 

LOONEY: So, you drove the truck up behind this hill?

Mmhmm. 



LOONEY: And that' s after they had left? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. 
LOONEY: So, was the truck- 

MORRIS: And then, I had to walk back down because I had- because then I got Kalea, and 
then we went back up and had the nap. 

LOONEY: When you went and got the truck, was it parked off of 42 S by that wire gate? 

MORRIS: There wasn't any gate. Urn. . . 

LOONEY: Was it towards Coquille, towards Bandon? 

MORRIS: Towards Coquille. 

LOONEY: All right. How far? 

MORRIS: Um, it was (papers shuffling) this was- There's the driveway over here, and I'm 
only using that as... 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: . . .like, distance reference for you guys. And then, there's, like, a little turnoff 
right there. And it's just- there's, like, some, I don't know, gravel or dirt or 
something, and then you go down farther and there's the turn in for another house 
or... 

LOONEY: Ok. 

MORRIS : . . . driveway or whatever. But- 
LOONEY: And this is where it was? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. 
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LOONEY: All right. 

MORRIS: So, itwas- 

RIDDLE: Is that what you were thinking? 

LOONEY: Yeah.

And- And then I ran out after him and saw and he said, "Let's 
go." So, he was downstairs. And I went back and got Kalea and he had gotten 
Bob's truck and turned it around and he was waiting for me when I- 

RIDDLE: What was he doin' when he was downstairs? 

MORRIS: He was walking out the door. 

RIDDLE: Did you see him getting into Bob's pockets for anything? 

MORRIS: No. 

LOONEY: What did he do with Bob's, uh, wallet and his cell phone? 
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MORRIS: I don't know what he did with his cell phone. Um, but the wallet had, um, he took 
some cash out that we ended up using, and there were, um, some Walmart cards 
in there. And we used those and I think he just threw the rest out the window. 

LOONEY: At- Where at? 

MORRIS: Just as we were driving. 

LOONEY: Oregon? 

MORRIS: California. Um, Arizona. Uh, I don't know. He gave me, um, in Oklahoma 

somewhere he gave me Bob's license and I didn't want it, and so I threw it out the 
window. 

LOONEY: That's in Oklahoma? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

RIDDLE: Where were you in Oklahoma? 

MORRIS: I don't know. 

LOONEY: How mu- 



MORRIS: We had been driving a long time and, um, we wanted to give Kalea a break, so we 
stopped there and saw a movie. And then, we were driving around afterwards and 
that's when he gave it to me and I threw it out the window. We ate at a Chinese 
place and then got back on the road. 

LOONEY: How much money did he take out of- did he take out of Bob's wallet? 

MORRIS: Um, the- he said that there was three hundred dollars cash in there. 

LOONEY: And then, how much were the Walmart cards worth? 

MORRIS: One was worth, I think, twenty or something, and then the other one was worth a 
hundred and fifty. 

LOONEY: That's, like, gift cards? 

MORRIS: Yeah. We stopped in Yuma, I think is what the name of the city was called. 
Arizona, the- at the Walmart there. We had just- 
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RIDDLE: Did you spend the entire amounts of both cards there? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. We got, um, a swimming suit for Kalea, a car seat, um, and some soap 
and the stuff that was in the bag with the map in the car, the hairspray and the gel 
and brush. 

RIDDLE: So, Yuma, is that Arizona? Is that before or after you stayed the night with your 
friends? 

MORRIS: Before. 

RIDDLE: Before? 

MORRIS: It was, um, just across the border from California. I don't know. It might not be 

Yuma, but it was a Walmart that you could see off the interstate. For some reason, 
I thought I remembered that name. 

LOONEY: So, Gabe get anything from his mother? 

MORRIS: He didn't show or talk about anything from her. No. 

LOONEY: So, not- nothing? No wallet, no . . . ? All right. 

MORRIS: In the blue bag, um, there was a holster that he had. I don't know if it was Bob's. 

And he had gotten, um. . .three hats from Bob, uh, like a black beanie, and then 
two hats that, um, Bob was a biker at one time, and I think that's when he wore 
'em. Um, that's what they looked like to me. They- 1 don't wear hats, and I don't 
know what they're called, but they're- they're these- they went around, and then it 
tied in the back, or whatever. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: They're- It was a hat made to look like. . . 
LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: . . .it's just a bandana on your head, or whatever. And they were, um- um, and 

Gabe put 'em on the- the headrests, and I remember thinking that I didn't like 'em 
there because I could smell it and it made me think of everything that happened. 
And I didn't wanna think about it. 



LOONEY: Did you guys ever get in an argument about what had happened? 
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MORRIS: No. 



LOONEY: So, you never did confront him? 

MORRIS: No. After he said that it needed to happen. . .1 didn't talk about it anymore. 
RIDDLE: So, how do you think it all went down up there? 

MORRIS: I think that, um, when they came in and Gabe was in the kitchen or something, 
and they talked, um, and sat down to talk. And, at some point, that Gabe, um, 
brought the gun out or something, I guess. I don't know. I don't know if Bob, 
like, charged him or- or said something or- 1 don't know. And then, his mom got 
up to leave and Bob followed her, maybe. Um. . .

FRASIER: And, uh, I think we need to perhaps have a more heart to heart discussion, here. I 
think we've been skirtin' around the issues, and I think we probably need to get to 
brass tacks. And if you guys want me to take the lead, I'll do it. (laughs) 

LOONEY: Go ahead. 



FRASIER: Ok. Um, Jessica, the physical evidence shows that your husband was standing at 
the- outside the door of your bedroom. He was standing on top of that balcony, 
there. He was there at that balcony. The evidence shows that your mother-in-law 
and her boyfriend came in the door and they had barely gotten inside the door 
when he opened fire on 'em. He shot at 'em. There was that big plant, there, by 
the door. We got bullet holes through the leaves of those- of that plant. It looks 
like he went down that balcony and fired a- a series of shots. He then went to the 
bottom of the stairway and- and, actually, he admitted to the police in Virginia 
that he shot Mr. KENNELLY while he was laying on the ground, shot him in the 
chest, and then shot his mother. The mother was killed by a bullet wound to the 
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MORRIS: 



head. So, there had to have been, you know, you've told us, here, that there 
wasn't any pause between the shots. Well, there had to have been some shots. 
There had to have been a shot after. You said you heard Mrs., uh, ANSTEY, 
Robin, say something or say something because the headshot would've killed her. 
She would not have been able to make a noise after that. So, there's some 
discrepancies about what we're hearing in which you recall happening and what 
the physical evidence is telling us. Ok? 

Ok. 



FRASIER: The other thing is, urn . . . 

MORRIS: I don't remember it being that close. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: When the gunshots went off. I don't remember it being that close to the bedroom. 

FRASIER: Um, another thing that kinda jumps out at me, and- and these guys can come back 
and talk some more about it, too, but one of the things that jumps out at me, we 
were asking you about drug use by Gabe. And it seemed like you were 
minimizing his marijuana use and him drinking, and then how we hear about gin 
and what have you. We know about the medical marijuana card. We know about 
the grow. We found in the room where, the castle room. We- Didn't we find some 
marijuana plants in that room? 

LOONEY: Not- Not in that room, but Gabe had been smoking marijuana like a madman. 

FRASIER: And then- 

LOONEY: In that room. I mean, it had to be- 1 used to be on the drug team. It had to be 
constant for a long time 'cause of the residue I found. 

HAMILTON: In- In the room? 

FRASIER: In the room. 

LOONEY: In the castle room. 

FRASIER: In the castle room. 



LOONEY: So. 
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FRASIER: (unintelligible) 

LOONEY: With your child in the castle room, if he spending all day. 
MORRIS: I don't think he smoked- 

FRASIER: If he's spending all day in there, he's smoking dope around your kid. 

LOONEY: There was dope all over that room, pot. 

MORRIS: I knew that he smoked, and that he did a lot in there. Yeah. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: He did. Urn... 

FRAISER: So, that gets us back to- 

MORRIS: He didn't- 1 know he didn't smoke in front of Kalea. 
FRASIER: Well... 

MORRIS: Or that the door was open. I know that she knew that he was doing it, but that he 
was airing it out and had the fan on or went over to the door or something. 

FRASIER: Right. Well, the paraphernalia certainly was in there. She's in the room. She's 

exposed to it. So, there's that kind of an issue. All right? Um, I guess what it boils 
down to is did you know before you- before it happened? Did you know that 
Gabe was gonna kill these people? 

MORRIS: No. 

LOONEY: 'Cause I'll tell you, he ambushed 'em. 

FRASIER: It was prepared. 

LOONEY: There was no discussion. There was not a word said. 

MORRIS: He said that he had sat down with them. 

LOONEY: Nope. Impossible. They still had their coats on. 
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RIDDLE: They barely had time to set the things down that they brought into the house with 
'em. 

LOONEY: And they set it down and it was never touched again. I can prove almost 

everything you're tellin' me because of stuff we found, which should tell you that 
the stuff at the house, uh, I can prove all that, also. Those shots came from that 
balcony except for a couple of 'em. And the last shot would've been in your 
mother-in-law's head outside. 

FRASIER: She woulda dropped like a rock right there. Um, so that's- that's- that's an issue. 

LOONEY: And the neighbors heard her screaming from across the. . . 

FRAISER: River. 

LOONEY: ...river. 

FRASIER: Um. . .1 guess the other issue, and I'm gonna play devil's advocate, here, but I'm a 
defense attorney representing Gabriel, you know, um, I'm gonna be pointin' a 
finger at you trying to make you look like the bad guy, or at least to be part of 
this. And I- 1 guess I'll back up a little bit. Um, you came to the conclusion that 
Robert ANSTEY was putting rat poison in your food or on your dishes. And- 

LOONEY: Robert KENNELLY? 

FRASIER: Robert KENNELLY, excuse me, I'm sorry. 

MORRIS: KENNELLY. 

FRASIER: Uh, did you ever see him do it? 

MORRIS: No. 

FRASIER: And you prepared the food, is that right? 

MORRIS: Yes. 

FRASIER: How would he have had the opportunity to do that? 

MORRIS: I leave for work, um, when everyone's asleep. 

FRASIER: Ok. 
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MORRIS: In the morning. Um, and I was teaching seminary, so sometimes I would leave 
earlier than that. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: About the same time that they would go to sleep, and I was gone. Gabe- 

FRASIER: When you were preparing food, did you see anything to cause you believe it'd 
been tampered with or anything? 

MORRIS: A couple of times, I saw some residue in the pans, but I thought it was just that I 
hadn't cleaned 'em very well. 

FRASIER: Ok. Did you ever go to doctor yourself, or take Kalea to the doctor, or had any 
tests run to say you'd been poisoned? 

MORRIS: We didn't have, um, insurance. We had to let it go. We didn't have enough 
money for it. Um. . . 

FRASIER: Ok. Did you go to the police? 

MORRIS: No. 

FRASIER: You see what I'm saying? 

RIDDLE: Did you get on the computer and check out the symptoms of rat poisoning? 
MORRIS: No, I didn't. 

RIDDLE: I mean, your husband's spending hours and hours and hours on the computer. It 
stands to reason that you had punched in the symptoms of rat poisoning and have 
the worldwide web help you out. 

MORRIS: He- He didn't- We didn't get a chance to. The only time that we were by a 
computer after that. . .was back at grandma's house. 

FRASIER: Who brought up the idea that you'd been poisoned? Who brought up the idea? 

MORRIS: Him. 



FRASIER: Who? Gabe? Ok. 
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LOONEY: And did you say yes? Remember, I can't hear your. . . 
MORRIS: Yes. Yes. 
LOONEY: Ok. 
MORRIS: I did say yes. 

FRASIER: All right. See, the other thing that's confusing is if you know or if you believe that 
Robert is poisoning you, why go back and talk to him? 

MORRIS: Because I felt like Gabe could talk to them and that, um, 'cause mom was in 

danger and that she needed to be taken away from that situation 'cause she needed 
to be helped. 

FRASIER: Was it- Did you believe that Robin was in on the poisoning? 
MORRIS: Today? 
FRASIER: Yeah. 

MORRIS: I believe, and I don't know when I came to this conclusion, um, but that she knew 
about it, um, but didn't do anything about it, and that she knew that he was 
poisoning her, as well. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And didn't do anything about it. 

FRASIER: So, you know, this could get turned and- and you get pointed a finger at is you 
and Gabe figure out or think that they did- that, uh, Robert's poisoning you and 
Robin's helpin' him. And you guys went back there in retribution to take care of 
what you thought they did to you. And I could see a defense attorney representing 
Gabe pointing that finger right at you. You see what I'm saying?

But you knew 
that Gabe had killed these two folks and you were driving him away and- and so 
forth, right?

Another question that's gonna pop up is it's obvious from what you've said 
today and what we already know that there were multiple occasions where you 
could've walked away from Gabe, drove away with Kalea, gone straight to the 
police and told 'em what the hell happened, pardon my French, and you didn't do 
it. So, the question is why didn't you run from this guy? 

MORRIS: (pause) I love him. I wanted Kalea to have her dad. 

FRASIER: Did you really think that- that Kalea could have her dad after he had killed these 
two people? 

MORRIS: Gabe said it was possible. 

RIDDLE: Explain that. 

MORRIS: He said that we could get, um, different names or something and- and that. . .that 
we'd never use our names again. 

FRASIER: What was Gabe's relationship with Kelly? 

MORRIS: On the game, I don't know. He talked highly of her, said that she had a lot of 
character, um, that she stuck up with- for him in situations where other people 
didn't. Um, and then, when we got there, um, Kelly was very sick. 



FRASIER: Mmhmm.

MORRIS: She, um, has, like, an eating disorder, stomach pains, or something and, um, that 
just makes her not wanna eat because if she eats, she hurts, and if she doesn't eat, 
she hurts, so she just chooses not to eat. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And that's why she's so skinny. And, um, Gabe wanted her to be better and that 
he healed her. 

FRASIER: He gave her a blessing, right? 

MORRIS: He did. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: With Scott's help. 

FRASIER: Did he do anything else with her? 

MORRIS: Talked to her a lot. 

FRASIER: Ok. Did you know he was sleeping with her? 
MORRIS: No. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: She, um, he would invite her to come and sleep. Um, it was a king bed, and so I 
would sleep here and Kalea was in the middle. Kelly would sleep on the other 
side, and he would sleep at the bed at the bottom. But that he actually slept with 
her, no. I did not. 

FRASIER: Ok. Well, we know he had sex with her. And Kelly LOVE tells us that you knew 
about it.

FRASIER: Ok. Um, I guess what I'm tryin' to get across to you, whether you believe me or 
not, Gabe sold you a bill of goods since the beginning. Um, that girlfriend or 
whatever her name was in Pocatello, that was- it's real clear it was a sexual 
relationship there. We know about that. He convinced you otherwise. Um, we 
know about the divorce proceedings that were started and, apparently, abandoned, 
uh, started last year. Um, and that's why we're havin' this talk is because it- it- 
you know, I'm not tryin' to be a jerk but it seems like we have to ask lots of 
pointed questions to get to the information that we- we know you know. Ok? And 
it could be that you have, uh, I mean, that could be just your personality.

MORRIS: And by the time we moved here he was drinking three, four, five bottles of gin a 
day.

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MORRIS: And then, when he got here, he, um, had Bob and Robin find him some marijuana 
and he started smoking and weaned himself off of the alcohol and onto the 
marijuana. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And, um, then, um, I- 1 didn't see. I think he- he bought one bottle of gin, um, 
like, three weeks later, or something. He said he just needed to have it, and then 
he drank that, and then I saw one bottle underneath the bed, um, like, in January, 
or something. And I think it had, um, I think he urinated in it. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: He used it for that, so I don't know if he- that's the one that he bought or he went 
and bought a new one, but other than that there wasn't any other alcohol, um, 
until we went to Edgefield. Um, and he bought a bottle and he went down and 
went and was at the bars or the pub or whatever it's called at Edgefield and- and 
bought a bottle of gin there.

MORRIS: Um, both of ours. Uh, I had wanted to move out here earlier in the summer. I had 
talked to Robin about, um, converting her house into a bed and breakfast.

MORRIS: And I was gonna do and- and then, um, just start paying her rent when I could, or 
whatever. But, um, Bob convinced her that I needed to start paying rent, like, the 
day I moved in, and I couldn't do that. I didn't have any income or any. . .

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FRASIER: When you moved out here, you moved into the house on. . . 
MORRIS: Into Bob's house.

MORRIS: Mmhmm.

MORRIS: . . .that had been sitting up there a long, long time, like, over the summer, over a 
year. I don't know.

Um, but he wanted to finish that, and then 
him and Robin were gonna move up there or we were gonna move up there.

MORRIS: So, then we'd have two separate places. 

FRASIER: Right. 
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MORRIS: And that was the plan. Um, but then it never happened. He had some- a friend of 
his that owed him some money and was gonna do the drywall for free, and then 
never paid him, or whatever, and so it never got drywalled. And then, yeah. 

FRASIER: Ok. And you started workin' at the bookkeeping place. When did you start there? 

MORRIS: Um, at the end of October. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, I probably worked there for a week. I had already booked a plane ticket. We 
had, um, come out here with a Mercedes and, um, we weren't making payments 
on it anymore 'cause we didn't have any money coming in. And, um, we knew 
that it was gonna get repossessed, and I talked to my dad and he said, "Well, why 
don't you get the red truck." And so, um, and we had only just packed what 
would fit in the Mercedes, and so when I went back I got a ton more stuff and, 
um, packed it all in the red truck. But I had already bought plane tickets before I 
got my job, and so I him- I'm like, "I'll work for a week, but I've gotta leave and 
go to Idaho for a week." So- And they were ok with that. Um, and then I got back 
and then started working just a couple of days at a time, and then it gradually built 
up from there. 

FRASIER: Ok. Now, we know your- your finances were pretty bad. Uh, can you tell us what 
you remember in terms of how much you owed, who did you owe, why did you 
owe, you know, those type of things? 

MORRIS: Um, it wasn't- Um, I think it started, probably, when he became an American 
Family Insurance agent. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Because, um, he had- they were paying him four thousand dollars a month just to 
be an insurance agent. And they were gonna do that for a certain amount of time, 
and then it would slowly drop off, or something, and that's how they work it, so 
then he owns his business and they don't pay him anymore, eventually. Um, and, 
uh, he just started taking clients out to dinner, and then he- he got the BMW. He 
said that it would help him with his clients and getting more clients, or something, 
with a nice car. It was an M5, so I guess it's nice. Um, uh, and then we still had, 
um, the Air Force that we were paying back a loan from them, and then, um, my 
health insurance. And Kalea was on mine. Um, it was about four hundred dollars 
a month. 
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FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: And just then the credit card minimum payments and that sort of thing and, um, 
he just started using the credit cards just for everything, for gas, for anything, and 
our personal credit cards. 



FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: And he got one for himself from- for a business account, and then one for Ally 
and one for Kristy, Kristina, Kristin, I don't know. I don't remember her name. 
And, um, then- so that was on there, as well. Kristin didn't really do anything. He 
bought phones for 'em all and put that on a- buy cell phones. 



FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: Probably so that they could stay in touch and got, um, the internet hookup, and so 
that was all going on the credit cards and, um, just everything. Um, and the- 1 
remember telling my friend Emily that, um, Emily HERBERT, that (clears throat) 
there was so much money coming in but there is so much going out that, like, I 
didn't even... 



FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: 'Cause I paid all the bills. I wrote all the checks out for the bills and kept the 
checkbook. 



FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: I don't keep the checkbook but I pay all the bills and then hope it balances. Um, 
and it just got worse and worse. And then, um, he got the- the, um, place in 
Pocatello, and so then there was another rent. There was rent on top of car 
payments. And then he picked up the Mercedes, so then there was another car 
payment and just really, there was just money would come in and it would go out 
before... 



FRASIER: Ok. 



MORRIS: Um, and then, the credit cards just got more and more, and so he just kept 

applying for more and got more credit cards. Um, he said that the reason he got 
the Mercedes is because the- he knew the owner of the dealership. 



FRASIER: Mmhmm. 
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MORRIS: And he backed the loan, or whatever, cosigned it, or whatever that is. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And so, that- Otherwise, he wouldn't have been able to get it because we didn't 
have any money. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: It was all going out. 

FRASIER: Now, you used to have a trust fund. I understand that you- you got hurt when you 
were... 

MORRIS: Yes. 

FRASIER: And you had, like, over a hundred thousand dollars in a trust fund. 
MORRIS: It was a hundred and twenty or thirty thousand when we got married. 
FRASIER: And what happened to that money? 

MORRIS: Um, 9/11, um, I called my investor. He was with Edward Jones, and he convinced 
me to leave it in there, um, even though Gabe told me to take it out. I left it in 
there and it dropped by sixty thousand. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: By October, November. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Um, and so, then it was down to seventy. Um, we took out, I think, um, Neal 

ANDERSON is his name, and he said that you could do a loan against the money 
that you have invested. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And that that would be better because then the money would stay invested and 

still make profit, or something. And so, we did a loan against that money and got 
a house in Provo because we were only gonna be there, like, for another year and 
a half, 'cause Gabe was gonna be in the Air Force and he was gonna get deployed. 
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FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And so, we would move. And so, we bought the house. And then, um, we- 1 
worked and he went to school. And, um, didn't make enough for the- for the 
house payment. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: And for the lifestyle that we lived. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And so, we would withdraw money or, um, use the credit cards. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And so, we ended up, um, eventually, we sold the house in Provo and moved to 
Idaho. And, um, instead of putting that money, um, we broke even. Like, we 
bought it for a certain price, and then we sold it for that price. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And so, it was like we were rent free in Provo, and so I thought we came out 
pretty good. Um, and then, uh, oh, and we had to replace the roof, which was 
another three thousand. There's always stuff. Um, and then we moved out to 
Idaho, and we decided instead of, um, putting the money back into Edward Jones, 
that we would pay off our credit cards. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: So, they would all be zeros. And, um, and then keep the rest of the money so that 
we could get, like, a house or something, um, so I think it was about. . .like, ten 
thousand dollars in credit cards at that time. Something. And so, we paid that off, 
and then we had no leftovers, and so we just kept that in our account. So then, it 
was down to thirty-five, or something, in Edward Jones. And then, um, that just 
trickled down. Instead of using credit cards, we just used the debit card, and then 
all of a sudden it was all gone. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, and- but we rent- we bought a house in Blackfoot and. . .1 think that we had a 
little bit of money in there. Maybe, like, eight thousand, or something. Um, 
something like that. Um, and I was working at the state hospital and Gabe had just 
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gotten a job at the, um, police station. And so, because we were both working, we 
were able to get the loan for the house and, um, then I had Kalea and quit after 
that. Um, and cops don't make very much money, no offense. Um, and, uh, so we 
were living, like, month to month on his paycheck. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And still paying back his student loan, and still, with insurance being so high, four 
hundred dollars, three hundred fifty with Kalea and I. And Gabe got it through the 
police department, but the family stuff wasn't so good so, um, I just kept it. And 
then, we started taking it out to make mortgage payments, and then by the time 
we sold that, um, we made ten thousand dollars, but then we had credit cards 
again. And so, we paid off the credit cards with the money that we had gotten 
from, uh, the sale of the house. We had, um- Gabe had applied for a- a job as a 
policeman in Anchorage, Alaska. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And he had flown up there on our penny. And, um, the guy had told me over the 
phone, assured me that if they ask you to come back the second time that you 
have the job. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And, um, because a flight to Anchorage, Alaska is a lot of money. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: And, um, they asked him to come back the second time, and so I just thought that 
he was a shoe-in. And, um, so we spent another fifteen hundred dollars for him to 
fly back again and come back and stay. Um, and then he didn't get it. And so, 
then we had all these bills from that and, um, paid that off and moved in with my 
parents. And, um, then Gabe got the job, um, well, he got a job as a trainer after it, 
'cause he left the police department in August. 2000. . .I'd say Kalea was two, I 
think. 5 ... So, 2005, we sold our house in November, and then, um, he started 
working at Gold's Gym. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: As a personal trainer. And he worked there until, um, the owner- The Gold's Gym 
in Blackfoot is, um, a father and some sons that invested into it, and one of 'em is 
an American Family Insurance agent, Taylor BALL. And Taylor liked Gabe a lot, 
and so he, um, talked to him about becoming an agent, and so he interviewed, um, 
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with his boss and, well, we did. We went up and talked to him over dinner once 
and, um, then he became that. That was the following April. So, he worked as a 
trainer for, like, eight- seven or eight months, and they don't pay well, at all. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And I wasn't working, 'cause I was staying home with Kalea. I worked part time 
for my dad in his office just answering phone. Um, and so, we were living off 
credit cards and money then. And then, he became an insurance agent and he said 
that we should all get life insurance policies. Um, and so, we did, because that 
would, like, increase his numbers, or whatever. Um, but he didn't- he said that he 
didn't- everyone always gets 'em for themselves and their family members, like, 
the first month, and so he waited until the second month, so he would be like he 
wasn't trying for that, or whatever, so it would look better for him. And- And 
then, the rest of the money went into the- anything that was left went into the life 
insurance policies. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And then, it was gone. 

FRASIER: Ok. Um, I think we all have a lot of questions but, uh, you've got your little piece 
of paper, there, and Carol said you wanted to talk to us. I thought maybe this 
would be a good spot to let you. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Ok. 

FRASIER: 'Cause we've got some other things we wanna talk with you about, obviously. 
So... 



MORRIS: Ok. Um, now, I just- 1 got back to, um, the jail last night, and I just started 
thinking about things, and so it's not in any order. . . 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: . . .by any means, at all. So. . . 
FRASIER: That's fine. 

MORRIS: It's just completely random. Um, the first place that he came back with money at, 
um, in Southern California, um, it was by, uh, Balboa Park, um, and a hospital 
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and a student area. Um, like, I remember there was three things, the student area 
just because of, yeah. 

FRASIER: When you say student area, are you talkin' about, like, a college? 

MORRIS: College. 

FRASIER: Or a- 

MORRIS: Like, a college. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, like, the streets, the- the businesses, the- Everybody was really young and 
stuff, and I don't remember why I thought it was a college area, but I did. And, 
um, there was a license plate that was in the Ford Taurus. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: In the trunk. Um, a California one. And, um, Gabe had pulled it off of a car that 
was in the parking lot at that hospital. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And, um, it was just the front plate. I guess you don't need front plates in 
California, or something. But, um... 

FRASIER: What was he gonna do with that? 

MORRIS: Um, to use it on the Ford Taurus. 

FRASIER: Ok. What'd it come off of, do you know? What kind of car? 
MORRIS: Um, I don't. I didn't see. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, and he said that, uh, if you have a stolen plate that it's best to have one off 
from the same car, so I assumed it was a Ford Taurus, but I don't know. I didn't 
see. 
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FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, and then the second place that, um, in Arizona, that he picked up money, um, 
he said that- When he got back in the car and we were on the road, he said that 
they thought that he was a Hispanic guy and that there were guys there and that 
the girls were all, um, mad because they thought the guys were there to protect 
them and the guys were just chicken or something. And, um, I think it was a hair 
place, um, but there was a- he had driven around the parking lot, um, but there 
were a couple of restaurants next to it, so I don't know for sure. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, and then I talked to you about his alcohol use. Um, he bought the bottle of 
gin at Edgefield, and then he always had one in the car after that, um, or in the 
truck. And then, he had a girl go into, um, the place that- that his parents had met, 
the bar or the liquor store in California, and buy him one, but that was the only 
one he could get because he didn't have an ID. Um, and then, he- him and, uh, 
Bob had bought, um, a pound of marijuana together in December and he was 
going to sell it. That was his goal, um, so that we could get the money back. 
And... 

FRASIER: Gabe was gonna sell it? 
MORRIS: Uhhuh. 
FRASIER: All right. 
MORRIS: His half. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Because they split it. Um, and, uh, uh, Bob put his in the safe in the little closet 

right there, so I could smell it every time I went into the, um, to get clothes out or 
whatever. But... 



FRASIER: In your closet? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: In the gun safe? 

MORRIS: In the great big one. 
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FRASIER: That was attached to the wall on the left? 



MORRIS: 



It was on the left. I don't know if it was attached to the wall. 



FRASIER: Yeah. 

MORRIS: I didn't try to move it. So. . .(laughs) 
FRASIER: Ok. We had- 

MORRIS: It was a really big one. I only- Um, and so he put his in there, and then, um, Gabe 
talked to several people, um, about doing it after he had his- his card. Like, he had 
several contacts or whatever. But, um, then the- none of 'em panned out and he 
ended up smoking. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And then, what was left in the, um, room, um, was the leftover of that half a 
pound. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And, uh, and so, he had that in December, and then started smoking it. And. . .Um- 

FRASIER: Do you know what Bob or Robin did with that other half pound? 

MORRIS: They traded it for a- an ivory statue. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: They collect antiques and art and stuff, and that's, um. . . 

FRASIER: What type of a statue? You say it's ivory. What- What was it a statue of? 

MORRIS: I don't remember that. Um, they have a lot of statues, (laughs) 

FRASIER: Yeah. But it was, like, an animal or a person or. . . 

MORRIS: I can't remember if it was an animal or a person, but it was the only one that I 
remember seeing, um, because it was ivory. 

FRASIER: Yeah. 
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MORRIS: So, it was, like, white and it was, um, probably, like, twelve inches, fifteen inches 
long and- and seriously heavy. Um. . . 

FRASIER: Ok. How tall? 

MORRIS : Uh, probably about that tall. 

FRASIER: About ten inches tall? 



MORRIS: Yeah. And, um, Gabe thought it was funny because they had gone and traded and 
Bob, um, was so proud that, um, they had gotten it that he ran upstairs to show 
Gabe and tripped and almost broke it. (laughs) 

FRASIER: Oh. 

MORRIS: And, um, yeah, he thought that was funny. Gabe did. 

FRASIER: Well, in- Well, in thinking about it, did Bob smoke marijuana? Did Robin smoke 
marijuana? 

MORRIS: Um, Robin didn't like to. She didn't like the effects of it on her. Um, I don't know 
if- 1 never saw Bob do it. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, but he said that he did. 
FRASIER: All right. 
MORRIS: So... 

FRASIER: We- We saw in the medical marijuana paperwork that both Robin and Bob signed 
off on it, too. Is there a reason why both of them were signed off with- with Gabe 
on this? 

MORRIS: Um, they all went down to Medford and got seen by the doctor or whatever, um, 
together, and, um, then went back again, and then got everything approved or 
whatever and, um, they wanted to grow marijuana. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: That was their goal. 
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FRASIER: What were they gonna do with the marijuana as they grew it? 
MORRIS: They were going to sell it. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: So, they were gonna grow it in the room in the garage. 
FRASIER: Right. 

MORRIS: Um, or- Well, they were actually going to, where the De Soto was, they were 

gonna enclose that and have that their growing room, and then all of a sudden Bob 
changed his mind and went into his garage and built the room. But, um, they 
knew several people that had medical marijuana permits. I don't know what 
they're called, licenses, or whatever, in the State of Oregon, and they were going 
to be their supplier or whatever. And then- 

FRASIER: Caregivers? 

MORRIS: Yeah. I guess. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, and, um, but there was a place opening in Coos Bay, um, the same sort of 
thing that happened in Medford, the clinic or whatever. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And that they were gonna see if they could be their supplier, as well, or whatever. 
Or... 

FRASIER: Ok. 



MORRIS: . . .whatever is there. 

FRASIER: So, they, again, I don't wanna put words in your mouth. Ok? But if- if I'm 

understanding you correctly, the intent was not necessarily to have marijuana to 
smoke because they were sick, it was to sell to somebody. 

MORRIS: Yeah. Well, um, Gabe wanted to smoke it. 

FRASIER: Right.

MORRIS: Uh, for sure. And then, um, Robin, um, said she had whiplash from an accident. I 
don't remember what Bob's was. 



FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: What he said his was. But, um, they were- that was their goal because they knew 
that they could get so many plant or whatever, and then they wanted to- they 
wanted to sell them to other people. 

FRASIER: So, what was Gabe's reason? What was his injury? Or. . . 

MORRIS: Um, his shoulder, from being a policeman. That's when he- That's how he, um, 
left there, the police, the sheriffs department in Blackfoot in Bingham County. 



FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: Was that he had a shoulder injury and they put him on, um, 'cause he was gonna 
be a policeman in Anchorage anyway, so it didn't matter, and they were gonna 
put him just on office duty on light work and they really didn't have any and they 
didn't have money for that anyways. They needed him to be out in the field, but 
he couldn't with his shoulder. And he had went and saw a doctor and they said 
that they- he needed to keep it still, 'cause he could do some serious damage if he 
ended up injuring it more. . . . 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: . . .before it healed, and so, um, they just let him go, like, on a medical whatever. 

FRASIER: Ok. So, he didn't quit? They let him go? 

MORRIS: Yeah. 



FRASIER: And how long had he spent there total? 

MORRIS: (clears throat) Well, he had started, um- He got sworn in, um, I think the day after 
Kalea was born, 'cause I wasn't- 1 was in the hospital. I wasn't there. Um, so he 
started in November, and then went until the next September. 

FRASIER: And then, what year was Kalea born? November. . . 

MORRIS: Um, she was born- No. It would've been more than- Um, November 2005. 
FRASIER: Ok. 
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MORRIS: And then, um. . .let's see. He- He was the American Family Insurance agent 

in. . .Sorry, I get my years mixed so easily, (coughs) So, 2009 is when we moved 
to Oregon. 2008. So, he was an American Family Insurance agent until January of 
2009. And so... And that was April. So, 2007, um, yeah, 2007, then. So, 2005 to 
2007 he was a police officer. 

FRASIER: To what month in '07? 



MORRIS: Um... 
FRASIER: Roughly. 

MORRIS: August, September. That's when he applied for Anchorage. 

FRASIER: I guess why we're talking about the police department, uh, did Gabe tell you that 
he was let go because of his shoulder, or was it somebody down at the department 
that told you that? How did you get that knowledge? 

MORRIS: That he told me. 

FRASIER: Gabe told you? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, because he needed to, um- In Idaho, I don't know if it works this way here, 
you- you go to police academy and they pay for you. . . 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: . . .to go, and then, um, you owe them so many- so much time. . . 
FRASIER: Right. 

MORRIS: . . .as a police officer, and that's how you pay them back. But if you quit before 
then, then you have to pay. . . 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 
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MORRIS: . . .the rest. And, um, so he ended up, uh, quitting beforehand, and- or being let go. 

A mutual agreement with the sheriff is what he said, um, and then we ended up 
paying back the police department. 

FRASIER: Ok. Ok. Well, just to let you know is we've heard that he quit the police 

department a couple of different reasons, and one was that he quit because he 
didn't get a promotion to detective. Another was that, uh, he didn't like how 
somebody was, uh, giving him directions and went to the sheriff and told the 
sheriff, "I don't like how this is being done," and the sheriff basically told him to 
buck it up and follow what the person was telling him to do, and he didn't like 
that. So, I mean... 

MORRIS : He- He had applied for detective . . . 

FRASIER: He did. 

MORRIS: . . .um, and he didn't get it and he couldn't believe that he didn't get it. Um, I 

couldn't believe that he didn't get it, but, um, he, uh, it was sergeant- sergeant, I 
don't know, captain, Captain KELLY said that he should try again, um, when 
another opening came available or whatever. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 



MORRIS: And that he would be considered then. Um, but the guy that got it, Mike 

MARIVN, he, uh, he had been applying for- to be a detective for a couple of 
years or something. 

FRASIER: Right. 

MORRIS: And got it. And so, he wasn't happy that he got it, but we were going to 
Anchorage anyway, so it didn't matter. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: 'Cause he was quitting to- so that he could go be a police officer up there. Um, 
the guy that he went to, um, boot camp with or officer camp. 

FRASIER: The academy? 

MORRIS: In the Air Force. 

FRASIER: Oh, ok. 
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MORRIS: Um, back out in Oklahoma, his- his bunkmate, um, Josh PEETE, is in the Air 
Force, and him and his wife had just gotten stationed in Anchorage, and so we 
were gonna go there and know somebody or whatever. Um, and there were a 
couple other people in the department that he didn't care for how they did things. 
Um, and there was a time he said that he was at a call and, um, there were three of 
'em there, and he was told to go around back or something and, um, they said 
their radios didn't work or something but, um, the two in the front of the house 
knew that the person was armed inside and they didn't tell him, and he went out 
back and the guy came out back or the suspect or whatever it was came out back. 
And so, he was pretty- He wasn't excited about that. He was- 

FRASIER: Was the guy armed when he came out? 

MORRIS: He was. 

FRASIER: And Gabe was able to take him down, take him into custody? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. Or- Or- 1 mean, the situation was resolved and he wasn't hurt. 

FRASIER: Right. 

MORRIS: Or shot or whatever. But, um, yeah. And he made- Yeah, he said that he talked to 
people about that then. Um, and. . .yeah. 

FRASIER: Ok. Why don't we go back to your list? 

MORRIS: Ok. So, um, (unintelligible) wanted to talk about, um, Bob, um, after, uh. . .When 
we were in the car, he started talking about how, um, Bob had talked to him about 
how Bob, in his mind, um, had wanted to kill people, that he had- he said that he 
had, um, done it a million times over in his mind, um, but he just- he didn't have 
enough guts or whatever or- to do it. 

FRASIER: That Bob wanted to do this? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: Bob- 

HAMILTON: This is what Gabe is telling Jessie. 

FRASIER: Right. 

MORRIS: Yeah. That Bob told him. 
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FRASIER: Yeah. This is after the- the shootings occurred? 
MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: You're in the Taurus and you're driving wherever? 
MORRIS: Wherever we are. 

FRASIER: And he's- he's telling you that Bob had told him that Bob had thought about 
killing people? 

MORRIS: Yeah. 

FRASIER: And that- Ok. 

MORRIS: And, um, that he was trying to justify it. Um, and he was almost there. That he, 

um, had even spoken to, uh, one of Robin's old boyfriends that lives around here, 
um, that they had gone out back to look at the marijuana room and that, um, they 
had talked about, uh. . . 

FRASIER: Bob and Gabe? 

MORRIS : Bob and this guy. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: John LUNGREN, LUNDGREN (unintelligible), something like that.

MORRIS: Um, and he said a prayer and God helped him get out of the water, and he said 
that when he came out, um, and he was walking toward his parents, they were 
sitting right there, um, fairly close by, um, from the way he said it, and, um, they 
looked at him in shock, like they knew that he was drowning and they can't 
believe that he came out of it, is how he felt. And, um. . .in Oceanside, the motel 
that we stayed at was on the main street, um, that runs up and down by the water. 
It was up from the, um, yeah. The marina was down here and it was away from 
the marina on the left hand side. Um, there was- it was past- There was a 
motorcycle shop and I don't know if they painted, uh, motorcycles or sold 
motorcycles, but- and it's past that on the left hand side, um, the same side of the 
street as the motorcycle shop, but it's a ways down from there. And they rent 
rooms, I think, for a week or a month because they had three beds in each, um- we 
got two different rooms when we stayed there and, um, there were three beds and 
a fridge and a stove and, um, just a ton of different stuff like that. So. . . 

FRASIER: That you could set up, uh, like your own house there? 

MORRIS: Yeah. 

FRASIER: For a while? 

MORRIS: Yeah. And a fridge, a full fridge. 

FRASIER: Full- Full fridge? Not a little tiny? 
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MORRIS: And- No. A full one, um, in both of the rooms. And, um, we went to- Um, you 
had asked yesterday if there were any places that we went to that were, um, that 
known or whatever.

And I looked around and I'm like, "No. I 
have no idea." And he's like, "This is the restaurant that we came to on our 
honeymoon." And it was Claim Jumpers. But, um. . .

MORRIS: They sell frozen food. 

FRASIER: What's that? 

MORRIS: They sell frozen food at the grocery store.

MORRIS: It's really good. They have a chocolate cake that's about- it stands that big.

MORRIS: I had a piece of it when we were there, but I haven't had any since. It made me 
sick. Um, I. . .Um. . .In the room that Kalea and I were sleeping in, um, there was 
an air purifier that was on, and then the heater was on. And, um, 'cause you had 
asked if I had heard, um, anything, like, the screaming or whatever, and, um, I 
didn't. I didn't wake up when the first gunshot went off.

MORRIS: I didn't hear it. I didn't. Um, but Kalea did, and that's when she started 
screaming. She's the one that woke me up. And then, all I heard was her 
screaming.

MORRIS: And Kelly said that the first time that she did, she, uh, was standing up next to a 
wall and felt like she dissolved into the wall.

And then, I think we went over to- So, on 70, over to 75, and then 
up to Detroit. And then, Monroe and- is right up there, underneath Detroit, south 
of Detroit, Monroe and Lincoln Park. And then, we call Kelly and tried a lady, cat 
lady, and then, um, came back down. Let's see, now, we took- we took 76 over by 
Pittsburgh. Um, I got lost getting off the road at a place and I- 1 said, "I'm in 
Pittsburgh," and they're like, "No you're not. You're in..." some other town, and 
I was like, "Ok. Whatever you say." (laughs) Um, and then we came over to D.C., 
south, and- and dropped into to- in- into Washington, D.C., so 70 down into D.C., 
and then I don't know in Virginia. Gabe was driving, and then Scott drove a lot.

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Um, the- Yeah. We didn't have any money, (laughs) 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: So, we were- Uh, but. . . 

FRASIER: Um, when he worked at the police department or the sheriffs office, he had a- a 
firearm, uh, a gun, is that right? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: Do you know, did he buy that gun? 

MORRIS: I don't know. Um, I don't remember how it worked. They gave him a rifle that 
was in the trunk of his car all the time, um, but he bought a gun at Sam's in 
Pocatello. 
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FRASIER: A handgun . . . 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: . . . that goes on his belt? 

MORRIS: Uhhuh. 



FRASIER: Ok. And he bought that? 

MORRIS: And he did. He bought that. Um, I don't know if, uh- 1 don't know if he used it on 
duty or not.

MORRIS: Or if they had to use the issued or what. 

FRASIER: Mr. ANSTEY says he gave Gabe three hundred dollars to- to buy a gun for just so 
he could have a gun to work for the police department. Do you know anything 
about that?

FRASIER: Ok. The gun he bought at Sam's Club, what happened to that gun? 

MORRIS: At Sam's Club? 

FRASIER: WelLuh... 

MORRIS: Or the Sam's Place? 

FRASIER: Sam's Place, yeah.

FRASIER: You're doing fine. While I'm thinking, do you have stuff you wanna. . .? 
LOONEY: Um... 

FRASIER: (unintelligible) I gotta think, here. 

LOONEY: What- 1 know we sorta- Well, we did talk about this yesterday, but. . .what was 
Gabe's whole idea on coming back to the house on the, I guess it would' ve been 
on the 8 th , and parking down the road and basically sneaking around up there? I 
mean, I don't understand that. That seems odd to me and why you just don't drive 
up in the driveway and if you're wanting to talk to 'em. 

MORRIS: Um, it was just because of what Bob had done, um, like, with the whole poisoning 
thing. We wasn't sure, like, how far he would carry it. Um, and he just wanted to, 
um, like, be in the house and be able to talk to them, um, like, on his terms. 

LOONEY: Did Gabe tell you something about Bob being a pedophile? 

MORRIS: No. 

LOONEY: So, he didn't mention that? 
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MORRIS: He said it one time that, um, (clears throat) he was mad at- Bob was mad at, um, 
his son-in-law, yeah, 'cause he got married, um, because the son-in-law was, 
um. . .uh, I don't know how to say, um. . .screwing his daughter and he wasn't. 

LOONEY: And Bob wasn't?

MORRIS: Just that he wanted to be in the house, um, and, like, ready for them to come in so 
that, um, that Bob couldn't grab a gun or something, or grab something to. . .yeah. 

LOONEY: How did he say that? So Bob couldn't grab a gun? 

MORRIS: Never- Just so that he could be protected. 

LOONEY: So Gabe could be protected? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: When- When Gabe's doing things, does he include you in his decision making? 
MORRIS: Sometimes. 

LOONEY: I mean, does he talk to you about everything he does or are you surprised most of 
the time?

LOONEY: So, you- Let's see, without putting words in your mouth, it sounds like you're 
telling me that a lot of the times you're surprised with whatever he's come up 
with.

And if you look at how you came back, you parked 
down the road.

You come back to Bandon and you park down the road, and then 
Gabe sneaks up looking around, then calls you on the walkie-talkie. You get the 
car up there, you're hiding behind the garage, he's in the woods scoping out the 
house. You see what I'm saying? And then, he goes in after they leave, he arms 
himself with one of Bob's guns, comes back out to get you guys in, back and 
forth, and then he's waiting for 'em when they come in. Um, it doesn't take a 
genius to figure out, at least to me, Gabe had it planned. He came back to kill his 
mom and Bob, and all of his actions that day show that this was a preplanned 
event. You see what I'm saying? 

MORRIS: Mmhmm. I do. 

FRASIER: Ok. And so, it gets- That's why Dan's asking you these questions, because here's 
the big issue when it comes to you. You told us yesterday you didn't know he was 
gonna do that. All right? 

MORRIS: Yes. 

FRASIER: But you look at all the plans that he's doing and it- it's- it's real clear, I think, that 
he planned on killing his mom and his- and her boyfriend, and he had that 
planned. That's why you're there. Um, so we just wanna make abundantly clear 
from you, you did not know, uh, what-

FRASIER: You didn't know that that's what he had planned? 
MORRIS : I did not know.

LOONEY: So, you believe it because of things you've seen, or you believe it because Gabe 
just told you, "I can do this. Believe it"? 

MORRIS: Um, because of things I've seen. 

LOONEY: Ok. What, besides Kelly? 

MORRIS: I believe him. Um, like, healing wise? 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Um, throughout our marriage, whenever I had been sick or Kalea has, he's given 
her a blessing and, um, me, and we've healed, like, we started feeling better 
immediately, especially Kalea. Just when- when a little one gets a cold and can't 
tell you what's wrong and just looks at you with eyes and you know that they're 
talking to you but they have nothing that they can say because they don't know 
how to talk yet, and he was able to give her a blessing and to help her heal. 

LOONEY: Ok. 

FRASIER: Well, that brings up kind of a side issue. It may be something you need to think 
about, but being a member of the church myself, and knowing the things that you 
know, and knowing that you've been on a mission like I've been on a mission and 
things along that line, you have to know that, under the doctrine of the church, 
that for a person to be able to do this you have to be a worthy individual to do 
that. And you're telling us that Gabe was not abiding by the word of wisdom, in 
terms of he's drinking alcohol, he's- he's smoking marijuana, and then he goes 
and kills two people, and then he heals Kelly? I mean, uh, the problem I'm having 
here, which is I'm trying to gauge, again, and being truthful here, is how could he 
possibly do that, how could you feel he could do that, when the doctrine of the 
church would indicate that that is not a possibility? 

MORRIS: Um, when Kalea was younger like that, um, he was working at the police 
department and so on and so forth, but, um, with regard to Kelly, he, um, 
priesthood holders give blessings. . . 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: . . .in the name of Jesus Christ. 
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FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And he did it in the name of the Holy Ghost. And he gave Scott, um, the 
priesthood to help him give Kelly a blessing by the Holy Ghost, as well.

Maybe I'm just getting involved in something I 
shouldn't at this point. But anyway, uh, let me ask you this. Did Gabe ever tell 
you that Bob had put- that he'd seen Bob put rat poison in your food?

FRASIER: Did Gabe ever tell you that, um, he saw Bob put rat poison in the food and that 
Gabe went ahead and ate it or drank it?

FRASIER: And it bit me on the- actually, on the top of my foot and it swelled up big. Nasty 
abscess. Once we cleaned out all- 

MORRIS: Yeah. And it's all red underneath. 

FRASIER: It was all red. 

MORRIS: And pussy and big and swollen. 

FRASIER: Oh, yeah. And- Once it- 

MORRIS: I never saw it. 

FRASIER: Yeah. 

MORRIS: But that's how she described it. 

FRASIER: I- You know, once you get the infection cleared out or get the pus cleared out, it'll 
heal but it leaves a heck of a scar. 

MORRIS: And so, that happened to her, and then Gabe and I, um, before Kalea came to 

sleep with us, were in our room, and I usually slept against the wall and he slept 
on the other side, and the only thing that we could think of was that I had my arm 
out and he had his arm out on top of the covers. 
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FRASIER: Mmhmm. 
MORRIS: If it was a spider. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Um, but, uh, I had- Why there's, um, the asphalt shingles on the deck. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Is because I fell. I slipped and fell one morning when it was wet, and so Robin 

and Bob put 'em out there so that I wouldn't fall again or she wouldn't. And, um, 
I got- 1 scraped up my elbow. And then, I went to Idaho and came back and the- 
me abrasion healed. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: But something else came in its place. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And, um, at the same time, Gabe got something, and so I don't know if something 
bit us or what, but he had, um, the same sort of thing on his arm. I think it was, 
like, right here. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And Robin said that it looked just like hers. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And it was- It got to be huge, and I don't know how he endured the pain, but he 
popped. Like, he popped it so you could, like, see down into it. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Like that far, and I have no idea how he did that, 'cause. . . 
FRASIER: Whoa. 

MORRIS: . . .squeezed mine and touched mine at all, and I just hurt so bad, but I had, like, 
three of 'em. 
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FRASIER: Yeah. Well, it hurts. 
MORRIS: And you can see. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. Yeah. Yeah. 

MORRIS: I mean, scarring. But I went to the doctor, 'cause I still had insurance, and he- he 
thought- The first sign, he's like, "MRSA, you know, MRSA." And he just- And- 

FRASIER: Ok. Yeah. 

MORRIS: Just barely touched me and, you know, "Ok. I'll talk to you later. Ok." 
FRASIER: Yeah. 
HAMILTON: (laughs) 

MORRIS: And stayed away, which, I mean, is fine, but- and then, they had it tested and it 
came back as, um, staph.

LOONEY: And you do know MRSA is a type of staph? 

MORRIS: I do. Yeah. A very, um. . . 

LOONEY: Yeah. 

MORRIS: ...aggravated... 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: Yeah. 

MORRIS: . . .fast growing strain. But- So, I- 1 ended up on antibiotics for three weeks. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 
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MORRIS: Four weeks. And, like, I can see this. When I look in the mirror, I can still see the 
scars. 

HAMILTON: Yeah. 
LOONEY: Yeah. 



FRASIER: Yeah. I can see 'em. 

MORRIS: And so, I don't know. And Gabe had it, and then he- So, I don't know if it- 
because it came back as staph. 

FRASIER: Yeah. 

MORRIS: That's what they said. 

FRASIER: Well, you probably didn't get bit by a spider. 

MORRIS: You don't think it was a spider? 

FRASIER: No. No. I don't think so. 

LOONEY: It was from your injury. 

HAMILTON: Oh, Gil CAMPBELL got bit by a bunch of spiders. He ended up getting staph. 

FRASIER: Well, it could be- 

HAMILTON: It was, like, a hundred spiders. 

FRASIER: It might- It might have been a different little spider than- 

MORRIS: Well, 'cause- 

FRASIER: If it was a brown re- brown recluse, it would- 

MORRIS: There were three different ones. 

FRASIER: Yeah. 

MORRIS: Just on my arm, that I remember. And then- 

FRASIER: I was one sick dog with that brown recluse. 
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MORRIS: See, and I wasn't- 
FRASIER: Yeah. 
MORRIS: I wasn't sick, at all. 
FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Um, but it hurt, and then one day I squeezed it and I went to work, and my arm 
started swelling from here to here. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And then, that's when I scheduled the appointment with the doctor. 
LOONEY: Yeah. 

MORRIS: 'Cause I was like, "What?" Um, but- but Gabe had the same thing, and he 

squeezed his and he said that he got all of it out. Um, but, um, with regard to 
mine, as well, little other ones popped up. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

HAMILTON: Huh. 

LOONEY: Yeah. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And he had- Because he said his wasn't- He said that his was the same as his 
mom's. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And that he popped it, and so it's gone. But he kept getting little ones appearing 
on his legs. 

LOONEY: Yeah. Yeah. If you don't get rid of the staph. . . 
MORRIS: See, and that's- 
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LOONEY: . . .totally, you not gonna pop it out. 

MORRIS: But he wouldn't- he wouldn't believe that it was staph. 

LOONEY: Yeah. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: Like, I was gonna go get some antibiotics for him, and then, um, when we went to 
Edgefield, he- he said that he was drinking the gin as much as he was because it 
was cleaning his system out, so it was healing them, the staph, is what he said. 

LOONEY: I guess that's one way to look at it. (laughs) 

MORRIS: Um... 

FRASIER: (laughs) You don't care anymore. 

MORRIS: But- And so, maybe that's why he's drinking. 

LOONEY: It might be killing the staph, but it's ruining your liver. But. . .(laughs) 

MORRIS: Right. I think his liver is long gone. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: From all the drinking he's done. But, um, it's- Yeah. He- And he was- he was still 
getting 'em, and he would pop 'em. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: And, um, I don't know- 

LOONEY: Pop 'em and you take your core, and then it heals up and it goes to the next one. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And then, yeah. And it just- it kept going and going and- and, um, and as far as I 
knew, it had stopped. 
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FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: Like, um, that he'd drink enough alcohol or something and kill it, the staph 
infection. 

LOONEY: Yeah. Or he finally broke down and got- 
MORRIS: Or... 

FRASIER: His body finally conquered it. 
LOONEY: Yeah. 
MORRIS: Maybe. I don't know. 
FRASIER: Yeah. Yeah. 

MORRIS: I don't know. But- So, I don't know if it was spider- And then, Robin never got 
any more. She only got one. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: And then it was gone. So, explanation, huge, long for the picking thing that you 
were talking about. 

FRASIER: Oh, ok. Well, that could be. 

MORRIS: But you were- Because he has been. . . 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: . . .popping and picking and. . . 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS : . . . little things that he- 

FRASIER: That could very well be. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: Ok. 
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MORRIS: I don't know. 

FRASIER: It could very well be. I'm just saying, just based on what I've seen, the weight 
loss and, you know, him being fidgety and whatever that, you know, my first 
reaction was, "This guy's using meth." But. . . 

MORRIS: Don't they usually get, like, um, like red spots on their face and stuff? 

LOONEY: It can be anywhere. 

MORRIS: They start looking nasty? Oh, really? 

FRASIER: Sometimes. Yeah. 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

FRASIER: It comes from- 

MORRIS: Did he have that, too? 

LOONEY: Some people don't get anything. 

FRASIER: And it- it's also the quality- 1 hate to say, the quality of the meth. 

LOONEY: (laughs) 

MORRIS: That you get? 

FRASIER: The more than what- The better quality, the less chances you're gonna get that. 

MORRIS: I see. 

FRASIER: Those, uh, breakouts are usually caused by impurities. 

MORRIS: Oh. 

HAMILTON: (sneezes) Sorry. 

MORRIS: I see. 

FRASIER: In the drug. So . . . 
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MORRIS: Um, yeah, I- 1 met some people on my mission, and they had been previous meth 
users and had been away from Utah for that reason, to escape it and. . . 

LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: . . .and they had tons on their face. 
LOONEY: Mmhmm. 

MORRIS: He was Hispanic, but he- you could still see it. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

LOONEY: Yeah. I have a question about the iPhone of Bob's. 
MORRIS: Ok. 

LOONEY: Do you know where the iPhone went? 

MORRIS: No. I never saw it. 

LOONEY: Ok. Gabe never showed it to you? 

MORRIS: No. I never saw it. He never put it in the blue bag. He was- 

FRASIER: The reason we're asking is that Bob's wallet's missing and his iPhone's missing. 

MORRIS: I saw the wallet. Um, and the- It was in the blue bag that he put the guns in. 

FRASIER: That's the blue bag you got from the ECHELERs, right? 

MORRIS: Right. 

FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: And, um, the- the wallet was in there and I think he was holding the cash. Like, he 
had pockets in his jeans, but he kept putting the cash, like, in between his legs or 
underneath his leg or something. And, um, I don't know if he just threw it out the 
window when it- when- along with the gun, or in the bottle of whatever alcohol 
that he had. 

FRASIER: Mmhmm. 
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MORRIS: When we were down in San Diego area. I don't know. 
FRASIER: Ok. 

MORRIS: But it was there, and then it wasn't. 

LOONEY: So, did you ask him why he took the, uh, wallet? 

MORRIS: Um, he said he took it for the money in it. Um, he knew that there was more 

money that Bob had. Um, he said that he had two little safes, and then the one big 
one, and that he had, like, thirty thousand dollars or something in one of those 
safes. But, um. . .that it wasn't worth getting it, trying to figure out how to get it 
open or whatever. 

FRASIER: Did he try to get into the safes? Do you know? 

MORRIS: Not that I know of. He didn't tell me he did. Um. . . 

FRASIER: But there was a period of time. . . 

MORRIS: When he went to- 

FRASIER: . . .that he's alone in the house, while you're up in the car. 

MORRIS: Yeah. 

FRASIER: So, you didn't- 

MORRIS: When we were in the truck, and then when we were up in the room. 

FRASIER: Ok. So, you don't know what he was doing in the house, during. . .? Ok. 

MORRIS: I don't. 

LOONEY: It also appears at some point, when the shooting started, that his mom was 

wounded and running out of the house and that Gabe was following her along, 
shooting at her. So- So hard that when he hit the wall, he put a dent in the wall. 

MORRIS: Really? 

LOONEY: So that just shows you the type of aggression that was going on. 
MORRIS : Of what- which wall?

Be the wall- wall of the 
bathroom, but it's on the outside.

MORRIS: No. I didn't. Um, I- 1 don't get morning sickness. Um, if I- With Kalea, if I made 
sure I had food on board, I never got sick. And I had this, which I've had this 
week, like, two or three days where I just can't anything and my stomach's, I say, 
adjusting to the pregnancy, and then, um, I'll be fine for the rest of it. That's how 
it was with her. But no, I didn't have any. I haven't thrown up since last year.
